Emjle  A.  Tartakow 

Collection 

Emile  Armand  Tartakow  is  fondly  remembered  by  his  nephews 
as  a  dignified  individual  with  a  penchant  for  history  and  the  tastes 
of  a  connoisseur,  but  above  all,  as  a  kind  gentleman.  Emile  was 
born  in  Russia  in  1 904.  He  immigrated  with  his  family  to  the  United 
States  in  1 91 6  and  spent  his  younger  days  in  New  York  City.  As  a 
young  man  he  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  where  he  met  and  married 
Virginia  Hoff.  The  couple  spent  their  lives  together  in  Woodland 
Hills,  a  suburb  northwest  of  Los  Angeles.  There  they  remained 
until  Emile's  death  in  1980;  Virginia  passed  away  in  1992.  The 
couple  had  no  children  but  were  enthusiastic  dog  fanciers.  One 
of  their  favorites  was  Roddy,  a  champion  Dalmatian. 

Emiles  business  as  a  haberdasher  required  that  he  travel 
extensively.  During  his  travels,  he  indulged  a  side  passion  for 
an  avid  and  discerning  collector,  applying  to  his  hobby  the  same 


Larry  and  Ira  vaguely  recall  an  elegant  individual  who  made  occasional  but  regular  appearances  to  the  family  stores 
on  Spring  Street  and  Seventh  Street  during  the  1 960s  and  early  70s.  They  were  not  his  sole  vendor;  they  knew  that 
he  made  purchases  from  other  dealers,  in  town  and  elsewhere.  And  while  there  seemed  to  be  no  particular  rhyme  or 

reason  to  what  he  would  acquire,  he  would  always  assert  that  it  must  tantalize  the  eye. 

ally  the  visits  ceased,  without  any  further  word.  Ira  and  Larry  remember  that 
the  visitor  was  always  polite,  a  gentleman,  and  impeccably  dressed. 

Out  of  the  blue,  in  early  February  of  2006,  Larry  and  Ira  received  a  call  from 
Mr.  T  irtakow’s  descendants.  While  doing  some  rehab  work  at  their  aunt  and 
uncle's  house,  they  discovered  a  sizeable  cache  of  coins  and  other  objects 
m  the  garage  behind  a  false  wall!  They  were  shocked  and  astounded, 
hey  knew  that  their  uncle  had  a  strong  interest  in  world  history,  and  that  he 
collected  some  coins  and  medals,  but  they  had  no  idea  that  the  collection  was 
so  extensive!  He  had  shown  them  items  from  time  to  time,  but  no  mention  of 
a  collection  appeared  in  his  will.  The  house  had  passed  from  their  aunt  Virginia 
to  their  mother,  and  thence  to  them.  Looking  through  the  invoices  and  bills  also 

entombed  with  the  coins,  they  could  see  that  their  uncle’s  last  purchase  seemed  to  be 
around  1976. 

The  nephews  remembered  their  uncle  Emile  speaking  highly  of  his  dealings 
with  the  Goldbergs,  and  so  it  was  to  us  that  they  came  with  their  uncle's 
legacy.  As  the  auctioneers  of  this  collection,  we  are  pleased  to  offer  an 
interesting  and  colorful  assortment  of  objects  that  literally  have  not  seen 
tne  light  of  day  for  nearly  30  years.  This  world  collection  is  rich  in  early 
U  S.,  Bntish,  and  historical  British  medals,  along  with  Napoleonic  pieces 
and  French  patterns.  We  are  delighted  to  have  these  treasures  return 
home  to  us  after  all  these  years,  and  we  are  grateful  to  the  family  for 
allowing  us  to  present  them  to  the  collecting  public.

Victor  Kramer 

Collection 


Victor  W.  Kramer  is  a  third  generation  native  Arizonian.  His  grandfather  homesteaded  in  the  area  before  the  City 
of  Phoenix  was  surveyed  in  1870  and  traded  his  homestead  for  city  lots  when  the  survey  was  completed.  Victor’s 
father,  an  attorney,  met  his  mother  in  the  choir  at  St.  Mary’s  Basilica  in  downtown  Phoenix.  Victor,  their  only  child, 
was  born  at  St.  Joseph's  Hospital. 


Victor,  a  WWII  and  Korean  War  veteran,  operated  a  food  brokerage  business  in  San  Francisco  and  then  entered 
the  real  estate  market  in  Phoenix.  His  first  offices  were  in  the  San  Carlos  Hotel  in  downtown  Phoenix.  In  1953,  he 
became  interested  in  coin  collecting  when  he  leased  some  property  to  a  stamp  and  coin  store  and  became  involved 
in  their  business.  As  his  knowledge  of  the  industry  grew,  he  began  to  build  his  own  collection.  The  result  is  the  Victor 
W.  Kramer  Collection  offered  for  auction  this  year. 


Mr.  Kramer  has  donated  his  collection  to  benefit  higher  education  in  the  Diocese  of  Phoenix.  The  funds  raised 
from  the  sale  of  the  coins  will  be  placed  in  a  special  fund  that  Bishop  Olmsted  will  use  to  support  the  development 
of  a  Catholic  college  or  Catholic  University  library  in  the  Phoenix  area.  Mr.  Kramer  read  of  Bishop’s  support  for 
the  development  of  a  Catholic  institution  of  higher  learning  in  the  diocese  and  wants  to 
support  that  effort.

In  1873,  Congress  outlawed  silver  as  legal  tender,  influenced  by 
conservative  industrial  and  banking  proponents  of  the  gold 
standard.  Tire  depression  in  the  following  years  brought  cries 
for  the  restoration  of  the  silver  dollar,  particularly  from  South¬ 
ern  and  Western  mining  interests  and  debtors.  The  Bland-Alli¬ 
son  Act  required  the  U.S.  Treasury  to  purchase  between  $2  \ 

million  and  $4  million  worth  of  silver  bullion  each  month  at 
market  prices;  the  silver  was  to  be  coined  into  silver  dollars  at  a 
ratio  of  16:1  to  gold;  i.e.,  16  ounces  of  silver  would  be  equivalent 
to  one  ounce  of  gold.  The  silver  dollars  thus  made  would  be 
legal  tender  for  all  debts. 

Hayes  vetoed  the  bill,  stating,  "It  is  my  firm  conviction  that  if 
the  country  is  to  be  benefited  by  a  silver  coinage,  it  can  de  done 
only  by  the  issue  of  silver  dollars  of  full  value,  which  will 
defraud  no  manO."  Although  Congress  overrode  Hayes'veto 
and  the  bill  passed,  the  Hayes  administration  circumvented  the 
bill  by  having  the  Treasury  Department  never  buy  more  than 
the  $2  million  minimum  amount  of  silver  bullion  and  never  cir¬ 
culating  the  silver  dollars.  The  Bland-Allison  Act  was  replaced 
in  1890  by  the  Sherman  Silver  Purchase  Act.

The  Mail,  or  Claypoole's  Daily  Advertiser  (Philadelphia,  March  18)  ran  a  story  with  negativ  e 
comments  about  the  new  design: 


The  American  cents,  do  not  answer  our  expectations.  The  chain  on  the  reverse  is  but  a  bad  omen  for  liberty,  and  Liber ty  herself  appears  to  be 
in  a  fright.  May  she  not  justly  cry  out  in  the  words  of  the  Apostle,  "Alexander  the  copper  smith  hath  done  me  much  evil:  the  Lord  reward  him 
according  to  his  works!"  (The  last  is  a  sly  reference  to  Alexander  Hamilton,  America's  first  Treasury  Secretary,  erroneously  believed  to  be  in

Concerning  the  desirable  Chain  Cents  of  1793,  R.W.  Julian,  in  an  article 
about  the  large  cent  series,  describes  the  earliest  pieces  made:  "The  first  reverse  die  had  the  word  "AMERI”  instead  of  "AMERICA”  because  it 
was  thought  more  important  to  have  a  balanced  reverse  legend  them  to  have  the  name  spelled  out.  The  idea  was  quickly  dropped  because 
officials  realized  that  the  name  of  the  country  should  not  be  abbreviated. 

"That  this  first  reverse  die  (with  AMERI.)  was  used  at  all  shows  the  slowness  with  which  dies  were  executed  by  Voight.  Even  though  the  deci¬ 
sion  was  made  to  use  the  full  name,  the  first  die  was  not  thrown  out  as  normally  would  have  been  the  case.  This  indicates  that  the  delay  in 
coinage  until  late  February  was  primarily  due  to  the  difficulty  in  handling  the  copper. 

"The  first  cents,  as  all  coins  struck  at  the  Mint  through  the  early  days  of  1795,  were  hand-fed  into  the  press  by  a  young  boy;  there  was  as  yet  no 
automatic  feeding  device  triggered  by  the  operation  of  the  screw  press.  Only  one  press  was  used  for  the  cent  coinage  in  1793,  but  by  early  in 
1794  two  presses  were  occasionally  in  operation  at  the  same  time."

For  the 
reverse,  Wright  drew  a  simple  two-branch  olive  wreath,  with 
fraction  1/100  below.

A  mark  in  the  right  obverse 
field  and  rim  and  a  mark  above  the  second  T  in  States  (PCGS  # 
1555) 

A  whole  lotta  shakin'going  on:  In  the  winter  of  1811-12,  the  year 
this  large  cent  made  its  debut,  the  central  Mississippi  Valley 
was  struck  by  three  of  the  most  powerful  earthquakes  in  U.S. 
history.  The  400  terrified  residents  in  the  town  of  New  Madrid, 
Missouri,  were  abruptly  awakened  by  violent  shaking  and  a 
tremendous  roar.  It  was  December  16,  1811,  and  a  powerful 
earthquake  had  just  struck.  This  was  the  first  of  three  magni¬ 
tude-8  earthquakes  and  thousands  of  aftershocks  to  rock  the 
region  that  winter. 

Survivors  reported  that  the  earthquakes  caused  cracks  to  open 
in  the  earth's  surface,  the  ground  to  roll  in  visible  waves,  and 
large  areas  of  land  to  sink  or  rise.  The  crew  of  the  New  Orleans 
(the  first  steamboat  on  the  Mississippi,  which  was  on  her 
maiden  voyage)  reported  mooring  to  an  island  only  to  awake  in 
the  morning  and  find  that  the  island  had  disappeared  below  the 
waters  of  the  Mississippi  River.  Damage  was  reported  as  far 
away  as  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and  Washington,  D.C.

Add  a  sky-scraping  level  of 
mint  originality,  plus  some  absolutely  gorgeous  rose  and  pale  blue  iridescence  on  the  eagle,  and  the  appeal  is  very  tempting.  If  you  were 
expecting  the  design  left  by  the  dies  to  be  deficient  in  robustness  on  this  1856  Proof  (and  it  sometimes  is,  but  on  lesser  coins),  take  heart,  since 
this  is  an  exceptional  specimen,  a  mighty  bold  impression  on  Peter  the  flying  eagle,  and  not  the  usual  run-of-the-mill  strike.  It  is,  indeed, 
heart-stopping.  Peter  would  fluff  out  his  feathers  with  justifiable  pride. 

Okay,  hopefully  we've  whet  your  appetite  to  learn  further  after  that  last  remark.  This  is  the  story  of  "Peter,"  drawn  from  an  article  in  the 
American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  Vol.  27, 1893,  p.  85:  "On  the  dollars  of  1836, 1838  and  1839,  and  the  nickel  cent  coins  in  1856  is  the  portrait 
of  an  American  eagle  which  was  for  many  years  a  familiar  sight  in  the  streets  of  Philadelphia.  "Peter,"  one  of  the  finest  eagles  ever  captured 
alive,  was  the  pet  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  and  was  generally  known  as  the  "Mint  bird."  Not  only  did  he  have  free  access  to  every  part  of  the 
Mint,  going  without  hindrance  into  the  treasure  vaults  where  even  the  treasurer  of  the  United  States  would  not  go  alone,  but  he  used  his  own 
pleasure  in  going  about  the  city,  flying  over  the  houses,  sometimes  perching  upon  lamp  posts  in  the  streets.  Everybody  knew  him,  and  even 
the  street  boys  treated  him  with  respect. 

"The  government  provided  his  daily  fare,  and  he  was  as  much  a  part  of  the  Mint  establishment  as  the  superintendent  or  the  chief  coiner.  He 
was  kindly  treated  and  had  no  fear  of  anybody  or  anything,  and  he  might  be  in  the  Mint  yet  if  he  had  not  sat  down  to  rest  upon  one  of  the 
great  flywheels.  The  wheel  started  without  warning,  and  Peter  was  caught  in  the  machinery.  One  of  his  wings  was  broken,  and  he  died  a  few 
days  later.  The  superintendent  had  his  body  beautifully  mounted,  with  his  wings  spread  to  their  fullest  extent;  and  to  this  day  Peter  stands  in 
a  glass  case  in  the  Mint  cabinet.  A  portrait  of  him  as  he  stands  in  the  case  was  put  upon  the  coins  named. 

"In  stuffed  form  Peter  was  exhibited  widely  including  at  the  Treasury  exhibit  at  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  in  Chicago  in  1893.  Today 
the  bird  is  on  view  in  the  lobby  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  on  Independence  Square.”  (Enter  this  web  link  in  your  browser  to  see  Peter  as  he 
looks  today:  http://www.ushistory.org/oddities/peter.htm).

When  it  comes  to  the  reverse,  this 
has  James  Longacre's  first  "wreath  of  cereals". 

The  design  of  this  handsome,  balanced  wreath  was  used  on 
several  occasions.  It  appears  first  on  the  gold  dollars  (type  2 
and  3)  as  well  as  the  $3  gold  pieces,  and  is  followed  on  the 
flying  eagle  cents  as  well  as  several  Patterns  of  the  period. 
The  wreath  is  comprised  of  corn,  wheat,  cotton  and 
tobacco,  the  staple  export  crops  of  mid-19th  century  Ameri¬ 
can  agriculture.  This  is  the  first  design  of  a  cereal  wreath 
created  by  the  Mint's  chief  engraver,  1844-69  (Longacre's 
second  wreath,  used  on  numerous  Pattern  coins  as  well  as 
the  half  dimes  and  dimes  during  his  tenure  in  office,  is 
comprised  of  cotton,  tobacco,  sugar  cane,  corn,  wheat  and 
oak  leaves.)  (PCGS  #  2037)

A  small  darker  area  between  the  STATES  and  the  wing  appears  to  be  the  deepest 
area  of  color.  This  coin  has  all  the  look  of  its  superlative  grade.  Turning  next  to  another  key  area  in  a  coin's  grade  and  eye  appeal,  the  strike  is 
as  full  as  this  issue  is  seen.  Very  few  1858/7  cents  have  been  seen  with  any  more  detail  in  this  area  than  this  coin.  For  the  longest  time  there 
has  been  resistance  on  the  part  of  the  grading  services  to  grade  any  1858/7  a  MS65.  This  may  be  because  of  the  typical  weakness  on  the 
reverse,  fortunately  not  found  here.

Numismatist  David  Proskey  thought  that  Liberty  resembled  Mercury.  "The  new  dime  is  far  more  beautiful  than  any  since  the  1807  issue,"  he 
said  upon  its  first  appearance  in  1916,  "but  not  nearly  so  beautiful  in  execution  nor  so  appropriate  in  design  as  any  of  the  issues  from  1796  to 
1807.  The  profile  of  Liberty  is  strongly  masculine  as  to  chin.  The  Phrygian  cap,  typical  of  Liberty,  is  adorned  with  a  wing  similar  to  that  we  are 
accustomed  to  see  on  the  cap  of  Mercury.  It  may  be  suggested  therefrom  our  Liberty  is  of  fleeting  character,  or  mayhap  depending  upon  the 
development  of  our  flying  warships,  both  aerial  and  navalO" 

The  new  dime  of  1916  was  christened  with  many  pet  names.  Some  people  called  it  the  "golf  dime"  because  the  fasces  resembled  a  golf  bag. 
Others  referred  to  is  as  the  "Wilson  dime,"  a  misinterpretation  of  the  small  "W"  on  the  obverse.  There  was  also  speculation  that  the  W  signi¬ 
fied  Wilson's  policy  of  watchful  waiting"  with  regard  to  the  war.

The  folded  over  top  of  the  cap  reveals- 
that  it  is  not  so  tight  fitting  as  first  appearance  suggests.  Liberty  is  further  festooned  with  a  pair  of  wings,  only  one  of  which  is  visible. 
Arranged  in  an  arc  is  the  legend  LIBERTY. 


The  coin  s  re\  erse  displays  a  fasces,  the  ancient  symbol  of  power  and  authority  carried  by  Roman  magistrates.  The  fasces  was  a  wooden  han¬ 
dled  ax  sheathed  in  a  bundle  of  wood  or  iron  rods.  The  rods  were  held  fastened  together  by  a  leather  thong  wound  around  them  both  hori¬ 
zontally  and  diagonally.  Above  the  rods  protruded  the  ax  head. 


Balancing  the  forces  of  war  and  peace,  the  fasces  as  depicted  on  the  dime  is  entwined  with  an  olive  branch.  In  large  letters  is  the 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  above  and  the  denomination  ONE  DIME  below  (PCGS  #  4907)

The  year  1901  was  an  historic  one  with  ramifications  far  into  the 
future  (although  few  Americans  realized  it  at  the  time).  The 
Spindletop  oilfield,  discovered  on  a  salt  dome  formation  south 
of  Beaumont,  in  eastern  Texas  on  January  10,  1901,  marked  the 
birth  of  the  modern  petroleum  industry.

Well  struck,  too,  vv  ith  just  a 
small  amount  of  weakness  at  the  stars  which  have  flat  tops.  A  few  very  faint  hairlines  on  the  shoulder;  only  faint  tiaces  of  planchet  adjust¬ 
ment  along  the  lower  right  obverse  rim  plus  in  the  cloud  below  the  eagle  s  feet  requires  magnification  to  see.  The  rims  are  complete,  choice, 
unbroken  by  nicks. 

The  draped  bust,  small  eagle  halves  are  among  the  most  mysterious  of  U.S.  coin  types,  as  well  as  among  the  rarest.  Two  obverses  dated  1796, 
respectively  with  15  and  16  stars,  were  muled  with  a  single  reverse,  which  was  carried  over  to  make  the  first  of  the  two  varieties  dated  1797  - 
-  again  with  15  stars,  not  16:  Why?  The  mystery  deepens  when  we  consider  delivery  dates  described  in  the  last  lot.  By  internal  evidence,  both 
15-star  obverses  must  have  been  made  before  June  1796,  as  the  shift  to  16  stars  commemorated  the  admission  of  Tennessee  to  the  Union  on 
June  1.  Then  the  16-star  die  must  have  been  completed  either  anticipating  or  following  the  celebrations  of  that  time.

John  Eckstein  is  credited  with  the  eagle;  the  palm  branches  were 
originally  a  compliment  to  Mint  Director  DeSaussure's  South  Carolina  homeland,  but  by  the  time  these  half  dollars  were  made,  the  device 
was  an  anachronism,  as  DeSaussure  had  long  since  resigned.

This  Type  consists  of  only  two  dates,  1796  and  1797 
each  of  which  is  represented  by  two  die  varieties.  The  1796  issue  with  15  obverse  stars  is  Overton  101,  that  with  16  stars  is  categorized  a: 
Overton  102.  The  16  stars  coin  was  said  to  be  made  after  the  admission  of  Tennessee  to  the  Union  on  June  1, 1796.  Tennessee  became  the  16tl 
state,  hence,  16  stars. 

Curiously,  all  1796  and  1797  half  dollars  are  thought  to  have  been  minted  in  1797  as  part  of  three  deliveries.  Mint  records  show  that  the  firs 
delivery  was  made  on  February  28,  1797  (60  coins),  the  second  delivery  on  March  21  (874  coins),  and  the  final  one  on  May  26  (2,984  coins) 
Breen  (Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Coins),  makes  the  assumption  that  the  February  delivery  contained  those  with  15  stars 
while  the  coins  minted  in  March  included  some  1796  with  15  stars  and  others  with  16  stars  (Later  production  in  May  consisted  mostly  of  1797 
dated  pieces  but  may  have  included  the  last  of  the  1796's  with  16  stars.)

Sharp  detail  on  all  devices  is  typical  fo 
this  issue;  however,  with  present  Mint  State  64  we  see  a  wonderful  crisp  strike  found  on  the  stars,  hair  curls,  and  Liberty’s  drapery.  The  eagle 
barring  the  inconstancies  of  the  adjustment  lines,  shows  great  depth  of  detail,  as  do  the  supporting  branches  of  the  wreath,  with  laurel  repre 
sented  at  the  left,  and  a  palm  branch  on  the  right.

coins  in  American  numismatics!  Deep  blue  toning  enfolds  itself  around  the  swirling  mirror  fields  and  crisp  devices  and  is  resplendent 
throughout.  Fully  original  with  a  near-perfect  strike.  Something  perhaps  worth  pausing  to  study  is  the  fact  that  all  central  devices  were  struck 
with  uncharacteristic  crispness  and  in  high  relief,  with  desirable  consistency  of  this  year,  that  is,  sharply  by  the  dies,  which  then  left  behind 
bold  elements  of  detail  throughout.  Only  the  outer  ring  of  stars  shows  any  weakening,  and  this  in  the  form  of  "pulling"  towards  the  edge  as 
the  metal  of  the  planchet  expanded  outwards  during  the  "squeeze"  of  striking. 

The  seventh  and  final  stylistic  change  to  Reich's  venerable  capped  bust  left  Half  Dollar  is  seen  in  the  1834  to  1836  lettered  edge  pieces.  There 
had  been  a  massive  redesign  by  the  mint,  with  a  smaller,  sharper  face  and  a  downward-tilted  bust  line.  Stars  also  are  smaller.  Most  of  these 
modifications  were  aimed  at  improving  the  striking  quality  of  the  dies.

"As  the  large  date,  stars,  letters  type  was  the  earliest  of  the  year,  it  is  singular  that  a  specimen  of  it  would  have  been  used  for  the  Siam  proof 
set.  Possibly  no  other  types  had  at  that  time  been  struck  in  proof.  Those  claimed  to  exist  of  Type  Ilia  (small  date,  large  stars,  small  letters,  large 
C  in  50  C.)  have  proved  to  be  restrikes  using  an  apparently  original  obverse,  altered  at  border  to  produce  the  plain  raised  rim  outside  the 
beading  as  on  1836  Gobrecht  coins,  combined  with  a  reverse  similarly  treated,  most  like  1836  Ov.  106  (However,  the  Ov.  106  die  cracked  up 
and  the  cracked  die  coins  have  normal  borders,  so  it  is  a  different  die.)  No  specimens  have  been  seen  of  the  other  types  (II:  large  date  and 
stars,  small  letters;  llib:  as  Ilia  but  small  c;  IV:  head  of  1835,  small  date,  stars  and  letters,  bust  sloping  down  much  more  than  formerly)."

the  reverse  rotated  180  degrees  to  medallic  alignment).  Extremely  rare.  An  extremely  sharp-looking  capped  bust  half  dollar,  a  coin  with 
superb  details  in  the  hair  and  a  wallop  from  the  dies  that  is  amazingly  in  its  completeness,  including  the  stars.  Attractive  deep  "antique  silver" 
colored  toning  with  faint  accents  of  rose,  blue  and  pale  green  suggests  that  the  present  specimen  spent  much  of  its  life  in  an  old  style  collec¬ 
tor's  cabinet  or  possibly  in  one  of  the  craft  paper  coin  envelopes  seen  in  Estate  collections  from  the  thirties  and  forties. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  illustrious  examples  known  and  an  important  rarity.  One  of  the  most  important  features  is  also  the  bold  obverse  O 
Mintmark  above  the  date.  The  obverse  mintmark  was  used  for  just  a  couple  of  years  before  the  mint  transferred  it  to  the  reverse  where  it 
remained  until  the  early  20th  century.  As  we  now  know,  the  various  branch  mintmarks  stayed  on  the  reverse  until  1909  when  the  obverse 
mintmarks  appeared  on  cents  and  double  eagles  (1908),  and  1916  when  they  appeared  on  the  obverse  again  on  quarters  and  half  dollars.  The 
reeded  edge  pieces  were  first  struck  in  1836  with  FIFTY  CENTS  spelled  out  for  the  denomination.  In  1838,  the  design  was  modified  somewhat 
and  the  denomination  changed  to  HALF  DOL.  Only  20  of  the  1838-0  pieces  were  struck  (all  of  them  Proofs),  but  possibly  far  fewer  Proofs 
were  made  of  the  1839-0„of  which  this  is  the  first  we  have  ever  offered  for  sale  at  auction.  Designed  by  Christian  Gobrecht;  weight  13.36 
grams.900  silver. 100  copper,  diameter  30  millimeters;  reeded  edge. 

According  to  the  Coinsite  website,  a  major  source  for  information  about  America’s  early  coinage,  NGC  has  graded  just  three  Proof  1839-0 
Half  Dollars:  this  Proof  62,  a  Proof  64,  and  the  finest  of  which  is  a  Proof  65.  In  addition,  NGC  has  graded  a  single  Specimen  1839-0  Half 
Dollar  at  the  SP-62  level. 

The  1839'O'Proof  Half  Dollars  were  probably  struck  during  late  March  and  June,  1839.  The  obverse  die  used  for  their  production  was  a  new 
one  shipped  that  year  from  Philadelphia,  but  the  reverse  was  one  of  the  two  dies  shipped  in  1838.  It  is  very  possible,  therefore,  that  the 
1838'O'Proofs  and  the  1839'O'Proofs  were  struck  during  the  same  short  time  frame,  since  the  1838'O'obverses  were  defaced  on  June  21,  1839. 
The  1839'O'Proofs  seem  to  have  been  struck  before  the  business  strikes  from  the  same  dies.  NGC  #1771662-015.

Despite  all  of  the  later  rhetoric  by  backers  of  free  silver  coinage  (primarily  in  1876-1877),  the  1873  Coinage  Act  actually  favored  silver  coinage. 
It  did  abolish  the  silver  dollar  (which  had  not  circulated  anyway),  the  three-cent  silver,  and  the  half  dime,  but  the  latter  were  of  little  use  con¬ 
sidering  the  new  five-cent  shield  nickels.  The  two  cent  piece  also  was  abolished  under  this  act.  In  line  with  the  metric  five-cent  piece  of  1866 
(copper-nickel),  the  legislators  made  the  minor  silver  coins  into  even  metric  weights  by  adding  a  tiny  amount  of  silver  less  than  one-half  of 
one  percent.  The  change  was  marked  in  1873  and  1874  by  the  addition  of  arrows  at  the  date. 


The  major  point  of  the  legislation  of  1873  was  the  Trade  dollar.  Although  the  Treasury  was  empowered  to  set  a  slight  fee  for  costs  of  coining, 
t tie  bullion  depositor  was  able  to  bring  his  bullion  to  the  mints  for  conversion  into  Trade  dollars.

Then,  toward  the  latter  part  of  1877  vast' 
numbers  of  previously  exported  silver  —  coins  that  had 
been  struck  as  long  ago  as  the  early  1860s  —  began  return^ 
ing  to  the  United  States  from  abroad,  principally  from  Cen¬ 
tral  America  and  Canada.  Tens  of  millions  of  coins  (worth 
perhaps  as  much  as  $30  million  in  the  estimate  of  Robert  W. 
Julian)  returned  like  a  flash  flood  from  the  past  completely 
mystifying  bank  officials  and  the  Treasury  department. 
This  unexpected  vast  "inpouring"  continued  well  into  1880,|, 
much  to  the  amazement  of  observers. 

According  to  Julian,  silver  miners  and  their  political  allies 
were  not  only  staggered  by  the  unexpected  inflow,  but' 
were  hopping  mad,  because  the  mints  were  no  longer  buy¬ 
ing  silver  for  minor  coinage.  There  was  no  demand  for  such 
coinage  and  the  channels  of  trade  were  clogged  with  it. 
Because  there  was  no  inflation  in  prices  paid  for  goods  and 
services  with  the  added  coinage,  the  long  suffering  farmers 
who  believed  inflating  prices  were  their  friend,  were  not1 
helped. 

In  response  to  this  inpouring,  the  Treasury  ordered  the  sus¬ 
pension  of  minor  silver  coinage  in  early  1878  and  did  not: 
resume  it  for  some  years  because  of  the  accumulation  in  the 
Treasury.  It  is  Julian's  contention  that  contrary  to  popular 
belief,  the  coinage  of  Morgan  dollars  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  interdiction  of  subsidiary  silver  mintage  in  the 1 
years  1879-90.

Finally  this  year,  in  his  second  effort  to 
establish  a  low-priced  shopping  center,  Frank  W.  Wool- 
worth  finally  succeeded  with  a  flourishing  5-and-10-cent 
store  in  Lancaster,  Pennsylvania.

The  silver  dollars  of  1794  are  from  a  single  pair  of  dies  cut  by  Robert  Scot,  hired  in  November  1793  as  Engraver  on  the  basis  of  his  work  on 
bank-note  plates.  The  head  of  Liberty  is  a  copy  of  his  1794  cents,  but  without  the  cap.  The  planchets  used  on  these  coins  were  made  from  part 
of  the  Bank  of  Maryland’s  bullion  deposit  of  July  18,  1794:  94,532  ounces  of  French  minor  coins  containing  69,692.4  ounces  silver;  this  had  to 
be  brought  up  to  900  Fine  (A  good  portion  of  the  bullion  used  to  strike  coins  in  those  days  came  from  melted  foreign  coins.) 

Because  no  press  heavy  enough  for  dollars  had  yet  been  built  for  the  Mint,  these  heavy,  thick  coins  were  struck  on  the  largest  one  at  hand  — 
that  originally  were  meant  for  cents  and  half  dollars.  Because  so  many  of  the  new  dollars  were  poorly  struck,  they  were  at  once  criticized  for 
weakness  of  impression:  "the  touches  of  the  graver  are  too  delicate,  and  there  is  a  want  of  that  boldness  of  execution  which  is  necessary  to 
durability  and  currency"  said  the  New  Hampshire  Gazette  of  December  2, 1794.  The  fault,  however,  was  less  in  the  die  than  in  press  weakness 
and  axial  misalignment.  On  most  survivors,  obverse  and  reverse  dies  were  in  nonparallel  planes,  making  the  left  side  of  the  coin  weaker, 
especially  at  the  date  and  the  first  star  on  obverse  and  with  UNITED  STATES  also  weak  on  the  reverse.  The  present  coin  has  much  better  def¬ 
inition  in  these  areas  and  is  recommended  for  this  reason.  In  fact,  specimens  with  all  these  details  clear  are  very  rare,  forming  only  a  tiny 
minority.

The 
mintages  were  small  throughout  1794-1803  because  little  demand  existed  domestically  for  silver  dollars.  The  first  United  States  Mint  struck 
coins  to  order,  for  the  most  part.  Bankers  and  others  deposited  silver  and  gold  with  the  Mint,  which  the  Mint  s  workers  turned  into  coinage 
and  then  delivered  to  the  owners  of  the  precious  metals.  In  1794  in  particular,  as  the  mint  geared  up  for  regular  production,  the  equipment 
just  wasn’t  up  to  the  task  of  striking  a  large  coin  like  the  silver  dollar.  Nearly  all  of  this  years  mintage  of  1,758  pieces  contains  areas  of  weak 
striking  on  both  sides.  Predominant  in  this  are  the  left  side  stars  which  barely  show  on  some  and  are  completely  gone  on  others.  1  his  speci¬ 
men  doe  has  its  date  numerals  visible,  although  we  note  that  someone  long  ago  strengthened  the  1  of  the  date  to  make  it  clearer,  as  well  as 
some  hair  curls.  There  is  a  small  lamination  in  the  planchet  below  the  Y  in  LIBERTY  as  well  as  other  signs  of  tooling  and  repair  to  the  right  of 
the  date.  On  the  reverse,  the  rim  has  a  small  nick  over  the  F  in  OF  and  shows  typical  soft  detail  in  the  tops  of  UNITED  STATES.  It  is  believed 
the  dies  were  slightly  out  of  alignment  when  they  struck  the  1794  silver  dollars. 

All  known  strikes  of  this  issue  were  made  on  October  15, 1794.  The  designs  were  by  Robert  Scot,  an  immigrant  from  England,  who  also  per¬ 
sonally  cut  the  dies.

Bowers,  in  remarking  about  the  often 
worn  impression  on  the  high  points  of  even  the  best  quality  pieces,  has  this  to  say:  "As  is  the  case  with  the  obverse  die  used  to  coin  BB-21,  BB- 
22,  and  BB-23,  the  present  obverse  had  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  deeply  impressed  into  the  die,  causing  it  to  be  in  slightly  higher  relief  than 
other  varieties  of  the  year;  because  of  this,  the  hair  details  wore  away  quickly  as  the  coins  circulated." 

Reverse  J,  as  used  on  BB-27  has  three  leaves  under  each  wing.  13  berries,  seven  on  left  branch,  six  on  right.  Three  leaves  under  each  wing  of 
eagle.  Two  berries  under  first  T  in  STATES,  one  on  inside  and  one  on  outside  of  wreath.

Also  introduced  in  combination  with  the  draped  bust  is  a  reformulated  small  eagle,  differently  styled  than  on  any  of  the  preceding  varieties. 
The  letters  in  the  legend  are  small;  the  eagle  stands  on  clouds.  Around  is  a  wreath  composed  of  a  palm  branch  (right)  and  olive  branch  (left), 
the  latter  with  seven  berries.  A  short,  prominent  die  scratch  extends  up  to  left  from  tip  of  right,  inside  leaf  below  (observer's)  left  wing.  Berry 
under  A  of  STATES;  a  quick  way  to  identify  this  reverse.  This  reverse  die  is  one  of  the  more  remarkable  ones  as  it  survived  a  long  time  as 
indicated  by  the  pairing  with  these  obverses:  1795  BB-51;  1796  BB-62,  BB-63,  and  BB-66;  1797  BB-72;  and  1798  BB-81.

A 
very  respectable  example  of  this  popular  design,  a  showy 
example  of  this  flowing  hair  silver  dollar,  and  one  with  a 
cocktail  of  underlying  luster,  frosty  to  satiny,  that  breathes 
scorching  life  into  the  extremely  bold  highlights,  which  are 
nicely  struck  with  crisp  details  aplenty.  And  yes,  this  piece

Walter  H.  Breen's  Proof  coins  Encyclopedia,  p.  35,  where  he 
states  that  he  saw  two  pieces  earlier,  and  "would  like  to  see 
the  pieces  again  to  verify  that  they  have  the  quality  of  sur¬ 
face  and  striking  characteristic  of  actual  presentation  pieces 
of  the  period").

room.  All  too  many  of  these  early  bust  dollars  have  been 
cleaned  or  touched  up,  it  is  a  treat  for  us  to  be  able  to 
present  to  bidders  such  a  fresh  selection  of  dates  and  die 
varieties.

The  United  States  Mint  had  ceased  issuing  silver  dollars  in  1804.  Although  the  denomination  was  the  "flagship"  monetary  unit,  in  fact  the 
standard  for  One  Dollar  as  defined  in  the  Coinage  Act  of  1792,  demand  for  it  came  mostly  from  a  few  bullion  depositors,  so  that  few  dollar 
coins  actually  circulated  in  the  beginning  of  the  19th  century.  Much  of  each  year's  mintage  was  either  melted  at  home  or  exported.  In  1836,  a 
new  attempt  was  made  to  revive  the  silver  dollar,  and  this  marvelous  design  by  Christian  Gobrecht  is  the  result.  Regular  production  of 
Gobrecht  dollars  began  sometime  in  December  of  1836.  The  1,000  regular  issue  dollars  of  1836  were  struck  at  the  old  1792  standard  fineness  of 
.8924.  The  same  date  was  used  for  the  600  coins  minted  in  March,  1837,  but  these  pieces  were  produced  from  planchets  .900  Fine  —  as  autho¬ 
rized  by  the  Mint  Act  of  1837  (PCGS  #  11225)

This  year  also  marks  the  beginning  of  coinage  with  the  steam  press.  The  first  silver  coinage  using  this  power  was  that  of  the  silver  half?dollars 
with  a  reeded  edge,  which  began  November  8, 1836. 

Preparations  to  resume  the  coinage  of  silver  dollars  were  begun  soon  after  the  enactment  of  the  Coinage  Act  of  1834,  since  it  was  anticipated 
that  the  fineness  of  standard  silver  would  be  changed.  The  dies  for  the  dollar  were  executed  by  Christian  Gobrecht  from  an  obverse  design  of 
Liberty  seated  by  Thomas  Sully  and  a  reverse  design  of  a  flying  eagle  by  Titian  Peale. 

In  preparing  the  reverse  die  Gobrecht  eliminated  the  arrows  and  branches  from  the  eagle's  claws  as  "contrary  to  nature  and  good  taste." 
Instead  of  the  13  stars  of  equal  size  arranged  stiffly  in  line  around  the  edge,  he  used  a  constellation  of  26  stars,  equal  to  the  number  of  states, 
distributed  irregularly  over  the  sky  supposed  to  seem  beyond  the  eagle.

ity  within  the  seated  Liberty  series.  More  elusive  than  the  1852,  whose  mintage  of  1,100  pieces  is  slightly  lower  than  the  1851,  for  which  1,300 
coins  were  struck,  choice  survivors  can  almost  be  counted  on  the  fingers  of  two  hands.  This  is  the  famous  John  Jay  Pittman  specimen,  a  coin 
with  a  strong  provenance  to  accompany  its  sharp  condition.  Many  1851  Original  Dollars  have  been  described  as  Proofs  in  the  past,  these  are 
now  believed  to  have  been  prooflike  business  strikes.  Given  the  extremely  small  mintage,  it  should  not  surprise  collectors  that  there  are 
prooflike  pieces  among  the  handful  of  Mint  State  survivors.  Bowers  (1993)  surmises  these  prooflike  pieces  may  also  have  been  the  outcome  of 
die  polishing  to  remove  clash  marks. 

The  present  Mint  State  62  displays  well  toned  surfaces  that  are  overlaid  by  mottled  gray  and  russet-gray  patination.  The  design  elements  are 
boldly  struck,  with  nice  detail  on  the  Liberty  and  eagle  motifs  as  well  as  on  the  peripheral  elements,  only  a  few  stars  show  rounded  compo¬ 
nents.  A  few  minute  marks  are  scattered  here  and  there  on  Liberty's  leg  and  the  top  curve  of  the  obverse  shield,  but  none  are  significant.  A 
raised  die  line  through  the  reverse  shield  at  right  is  diagnostic  of  the  variety.

Snow-white  mirrors  at  the  centers  yield  their  power  of  persuasion  only  grudgingly  to  some  lively  steel-blue  with  purple  iridescence  in  the 
outer  margin  on  both  sides.  What  we  see  is  a  coin  displaying  sharp  definition  and  only  a  few  tiny  hairlines,  the  surface,  like  the  overall 
appearance  is  outstanding.  In  fact,  since  this  is  a  very  rare  issue,  the  quality  makes  this  a  truly  sensational  sharp-edged  Proof,  one  that  will 
please  even  the  most  demanding  coin  buyer. 

This  issue,  made  only  with  Proof  finish,  is  believed  to  have  been  struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  on  at  least  two  occasions,  one  being  circa 
1858-1860  and  the  other  probably  later,  possibly  circa  1867-1868,  perhaps  employing  unused  obverse  dies  on  hand  from  1851.  Two  die  pairs' 
are  known  for  restrikes. 

Alternatively,  new  dies  dated  1851  could  have 
been  made  up  at  a  later  date,  the  first  circa  1858-1860  (The  date  logotype  is  identical  to  that  of  the  original  obverse;  Mint  regulations  did  not 
even  mention  old  logotypes,  let  alone  mandate  their  destruction.)  Some  copper  impressions  were  also  made  from  the  Proof  dies,  for  sale  to

Com 
pounding  the  matter  is  the  existence  of  both  Original  and  Restrike  examples  in  Proof  format.  Of  course,  all  of  the  business  strike  dollars  0 
1852,  such  as  the  coin  offered  here,  are  considered  to  be  Original  pieces  struck  in  that  year.  It  is  believed  that  all  Original  1852  seated  Liberh 
dollars  were  made  from  a  one  die  marriage.  A  gorgeous  well  toned  example  of  the  extremely  rare  1852  Original  silver  dollar  with  pew  ter 
steel,  and  russet  gold  coloration.

An  extremely  beautiful  seated  Liberty  dollar,  a  Proof  coin  with  outstanding  mirrors  and  a  wallop  from  the  dies  that  is  amazingly  close  to 
complete  on  the  nice  frosted  devices.  The  ultra  attractive  toning  suggests  that  the  present  specimen  spent  much  of  its  life  in  an  old  style  Wayte 
Raymond  album  or  similar  coin  holder  which  imparted  the  exciting  mixture  of  colors. 

A  scarce  coin,  it  is  understood  the  Proof  1857  silver  dollar  to  be  more  available  than  the  1855  Proof,  but  scarcer  than  the  1856  Proof.  While 
some  Proof  1857  dollars  were  undoubtedly  sold  with  silver  Proof  sets,  others  were  probably  sold  singly.  At  least  two  pairs  of  dies  were  used. 

During  the  same  year,  the  Mint  made  quite  a  few  Proof  1857  large  cents,  the  last  year  of  regular  issue  of  the  large  cent  format,  probably  to 
supply  the  demand  from  collectors.  The  passing  of  the  large  cent  is  widely  cited  (e.g.,  in  the  reminiscences  of  pioneer  dealer  Edward  Cogan)

106  1876.  NGC  graded  Proof  64  Cameo  Star.  Beautiful  light 

gold  toning  with  light  blue  colors  around  the  edges.  Won¬ 
derful  eye  appeal.  The  present  specimen  displays  smooth, 
original  surfaces  that  would  settle  for  nothing  less  than  a 
full  Gem  grade  were  it  not  for  a  few  very  trivial  hidden 
hairlines.  Quite  scarce  above  the  Proof  64  level.  No  more, 
no  less,  just  as  fully  struck,  as  attractive,  as  you  could  ask 
for,  with  complete  detail  at  the  stars,  centers,  and  on  all  let¬ 
ters  in  the  legends. 

The  Proof  coinage  for  this  year  amounted  to  1,150  coins 
according  to  Mint  records,  with  little  doubt  among  special¬ 
ists  as  to  the  accuracy  of  this  figure.  1876  was  the  year  that 
the  Centennial  Exhibition  was  held  in  Fairmount  Park  in 
Philadelphia  to  observe  the  100th  anniversary  of  American 
independence.  The  Mint  was  invited  to  set  up  a  display  of 
coins  and  a  sales  facility  there,  but  declined,  stating  that 
visitors  were  welcome  to  come  to  the  Mint  itself.  Evidently 
many  did.  Pop  1;  11  finer.

Judged  merely  from  an  aesthetic 
standpoint,  and  not  counting  the  rarity,  the  coin  is  also  pos¬ 
sessed  of  a  much  finer  strike  than  is  typically  found  for  one 
of  these,  with  splendid  surfaces  as  well. 

While  monthly  reports  of  Mint  production  figures  for 
Proofs  suggest  a  total  mintage  of  510,  some  (including 
Walter  H.  Breen  and  Q.  David  Bowers)  have  questioned 
this  figure.

900  proofs  minted  for  this  proof  only  date.  From  one  end  to 
the  other  the  intense  silvery  luster  gyrates  with  almost 
atomic  intensity  in  the  deeply  reflective  mirrors  and  bold 
cameo  devices.  Where  an  ineffectual  imprint  is  now  and 
then  left  after  the  dies  retract,  the  opposite  is  in  fact  the  case 
here:  devices  show  crystal  clarity  and  wonderful  detail  in 
the  centers,  on  the  stars,  and  at  all  of  the  legends.  Bidders 
be  advised,  you  may  face  stiff  competition. 

On  February  22, 1878,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  John  Sher¬ 
man,  a  foe  of  the  trade  dollar  denomination,  mandated  that 
coinage  cease.  By  this  time  Philadelphia  had  produced  no 
business  strikes,  and  made  none  later,  only  Proofs.  Carson 
City  had  made  some,  production  was  halted  there,  and 
many  extant  coins  were  melted.  San  Francisco  ended  its 
coinage,  but  not  immediately,  as  it  wanted  to  take  care  of 
pending  business  and  deposits.  Mintage  at  Philadelphia  in 
1878  was  limited  to  Proofs,  as  mentioned  above,  and 
occurred  in  only  four  months:  January  300,  February  200, 
March  200,  and  May  200.  Proof  1878  trade  dollars  were  sold 
in  sets;  later  issues,  1879-1883,  were  sold  as  singles. 

Some  remained  unsold:  by  early  1879  there  were  219 
unsold  1878-dated  Proofs  on  hand.  These  were  distributed, 
presumably  for  bullion  value  or  possibly  face  value,  proba¬ 
bly  to  coin  dealers.  The  official  Mint  issue  price  for  Proof 
trade  dollars  from  1878  to  1883  was  $1,025  each,  according 
to  one  account,  because  the  coin  had  been  demonetized; 
most  other  sources  give  the  figure  as  $1.25  each,  a  figure 
with  which  coin  historian  R.  W.  Julian  agrees.  Pop  13;  4 
finer  at  NGC.

Beau¬ 
tifully  toned,  this  coin  is,  and  lustrous  as  well,  with  just  a 
whisper  of  blue  in  the  mostly  "old  silver"  to  light  purple- 
gray  toning.  A  truly  marvelous  Gem  trade  dollar  for  type 
set  purposes,  not  a  rare  year  but  in  terms  of  overall  quality, 
quite  elusive.  Notably,  all  of  the  obverse  stars,  the  head  of 
Liberty,  and  other  features  are  crisp,  while  on  the  reverse, 
the  eagle  is  minutely  detailed.

The  Trade  dollar  is  by  the  Philadelphia  mint's  Chief 
Engraver,  William  Barber.  Liberty  sits  on  a  bale  of  cotton 
and  scans  the  horizon  across  the  sea  to  the  west,  to  China, 
figuratively,  since  this  was  the  intent  of  such  pieces,  to  be 
used  as  silver  trade  coins  to  compete  with  the  Mexican  8 
reales.  The  reverse  has  an  eagle  of  a  new  style  lacking  a 
shield  on  its  breast  for  the  first  time,  with  the  mandated 
inscriptions  including  the  fineness,  another  first  for  what 
was  then  a  legal  tender  coin.

over  four  times  greater  than  all  of  the  silver  dollars  that  hac 
been  coined  from  1794  until  the  denomination  was  suspendec 
in  1873.  Of  course,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Trade  dollars  wer 
later  returned  to  the  Treasury  and  melted.  Pop  86;  107  finer

ning  feature  of  this  coin  is  its  soft,  frosted  mint  luster  on  the  devices,  causing  the  raised  areas  to  appear  as  floating  islands  upon  the  glassy 
smooth  mirror  field.  Full  glittering  luster  on  both  sides,  in  fact,  and  downright  superb  in  its  brilliance.  Of  course,  collectors  seeing  the  photos 
understand  this  coin  is  nicely  struck  for  the  date,  best  of  all  entirely  so.  Certainly  a  coin  that  gets  proper  mention  where  completeness  of 
design  is  always  admired  in  a  high-end  Proof.

122  1879.  NGC  graded  Proof  66  Cameo.  Fully  white  proof  trade  dollar.  Only  1541  proofs  minted  for  this  proof  only  year.  Pop  17;  22  finer.  Fully 

radiant  --  an  important  and  rare  feature  for  this  not  all  that  well  preserved  issue  —  the  surfaces  display  metallic  pearl-white  depth  in  the  mir¬ 
rors  whose  pulsating  sparkle  is  almost  unnerving  to  view.  All  devices  are  cameo  frosted.  If  you  were  expecting  the  design  left  by  the  dies  to 
be  deficient  in  robustness,  take  heart,  since  this  is  an  exceptional  coin  and  not  the  usual  run-of-the-mill  Proof  strike.  It  is,  indeed,  very  bold. 

Production  of  Trade  Dollars  was  limited  to  Proofs  this  year:  No  more  business  strikes  were  coined  (In  their  place,  the  various  mints  were 
striking  enormous  quantities  of  Morgan  dollars,  unacceptable  in  China,  circulating  little  in  the  United  States,  and  mostly  stored  in  bank  vaults 
and  the  Treasury.) 


Curiously,  when  word  got  around  there  would  be  no  more  three-cent  pieces,  gold  dollars,  $3  gold  pieces,  and  no  more  circulation  strike 
Trade  Dollars,  there  arose  in  1879,  and  continued  into  1880,  a  popular  numismatic  speculation  (later  extended  to  the  general  public).  Word 
spread  that  certain  coins  were  of  low  mintage  and  would  become  rare.  The  "best"  condition  was  considered  to  be  Proofs  (business  strikes 
were  generally  ignored  and,  in  any  event,  were  not  available  in  this  series).  Emphasis  was  on  inexpensive  nickel  three-cent  pieces  and  shield 
nickels,  but  also  focused  on  Trade  Dollars,  all  of  which  were  minted  in  record  Proof  numbers  in  1879.  A  heightened  interest  developed  in 
other  Mint  products  as  well,  which  is  why  there  is  such  a  large  number  of  1879  Patterns.  Several  years  later  this  speculation  would  extend  to 
regular  issue  Proof  and  business  strike  gold  dollars  as  well  as  $3  gold. 

The  fever  to  salt  away  Proof  Trade  Dollars  did  not  develop  until  the  end  of  1879,  as  the  monthly  Proof  production  figures  show:  January:  122; 
February:  96;  March:  75;  April:  1 19;  May:  90;  June:  140;  July:  40;  August:  45;  September:  89;  October:  64;  November:  80;  and,  finally,  December 
with  a  whopping  581.

No  business  strikes  made:  As  in  all  years  1879-1883,  the  only  trade  dollars  made  were  Proofs.  This  year  set  a  record  for  Proof  trade  dollar 
mintage  on  top  of  the  earlier  record  set  in  1879.  During  1880  trade  dollars  of  earlier  dates  continued  to  come  back  to  the  United  States,  prima¬ 
rily  through  the  London  and  other  European  markets.  But  because  of  the  increased  speculation  that  we  wrote  about  in  the  description  of  the 
1879  trade  dollar,  Proof  coinage  continued  to  set  a  record:  The  popular  speculation  in  Proof-only  trade  dollars  continued  and  appears  to  have 
peaked  in  early  1880,  as  the  following  delivery  figures  indicate:  January:  none;'February:  488;  March:  777;  April:  201;  May:  58;  June:  50;  July: 
20;  August:  25;  September:  30;  October:  27;  November:  40;  and  December:  271.  By  year's  end  some  1,987  Proofs  had  left  the  coining  press,  a 
record  for  the  denomination.  Most  of  the  1880-dated  Proofs  still  exist,  perhaps  1,300  to  1,700  of  the  1,987  coined.  They  are  readily  available  in 
various  grades  from  Proof-60  to  Proof-64,  but  seldom  seen  in  such  superb  quality  as  this  lovely  Cameo  Proof  67!

Swirling  frosty  luster  on  the  devices 
is  rounded  by  mirror  glow  in  the  fields,  and  comprises  only  one  out  this  coin's  list  of  memorable  features.  Both  the  peripheries  and  the  central 
reverse  are  detailed  and  close  to  100%  crisp  for  their  sharpness  of  strike,  which  is  a  forceful  reminder  in  a  Proof  coin  this  year  that  it  is  quality 
that  counts.

Lustrous  with  dominant  snow  white  frostiness  on  the  devices  and  appealing  warm 
golden  brown  peripheries.  What  a  sensational  trade  dollar!  Additionally,  this  date  is  easier  said  than  done  to  find  fully  struck  since  often  the 
stars  or  a  portion  of  the  eagle  is  weak.  The  centers  pack  full  detail  into  the  design  from  a  decidedly  precision  strike  as  do  the  stars  and  leg¬ 
ends. 

Reflecting  the  dwindling  fad  for  obtaining  Proofs,  mintage  of  1881  trade  dollars  (all  Proofs)  was  once  again  nearly  equal  to  the  number  of  sil¬ 
ver  Proof  sets  minted  (960  trade  dollars  very  scarce.  975  of  other  silver  denominations).  As  before,  during  1881  the  influx  of  earlier-dated 
trade  dollars  from  foreign  countries,  primarily  London,  continued.  With  speculation  no  longer  a  factor,  by  1881,  production  of  Proof  trade 
dollars  reverted  to  its  normal  level.  Monthly  figures  are  as  follows:  January:  none;  February:  300;  March:  175;  April:  85;  May:  40;  June:  70; 
July-  none;  August:  10;  September:  25;  October:  51;  November:  38;  and  December:  166.  The  total  for  the  year  came  to  960.

The  surfaces  seem  to  dance  from  side  tc 
side  wdth  boiling  silvery  color,  and  quite  lustrous.  The  combination  of  mirror  surface  plus  frosted  devices  provide  a  nice,  strong  cameo  effec. 
on  this  Gem  Proof.  Sometimes  on  this  issue,  as  in  1880  and  1881,  the  devices  that  were  left  by  the  dies  are  short  of  the  required  precision  due 
to  weak  die  pressure,  but  we  find  the  opposite  to  be  the  case  here,  everything  is  finely  detailed,  including  the  centers,  with  only  a  few  of  the 
top  stars  needing  attention  as  not  quite  up  to  snuff. 


For  the  fifth  year  in  a  row,  the  only  trade  dollars  minted  at  Philadelphia  were  Proofs.  The  mintage  figure  of  1,097  Proofs  was  nearly  equal  tc 
the  number  (1,100)  of  silver  Proof  sets  made  of  other  denominations  from  the  dime  to  the  Morgan  dollar.  Earlier-dated  trade  dollars  contin¬ 
ued  to  flow  into  the  United  States  from  foreign  countries,  particularly  Europe,  causing  laborers  great  stress  and  loss  of  purchasing  power  bus 
enriching  speculators  who  could  buy  up  the  demonetized  circulated  trade  dollars  at  80  to  85  cents  apiece  and  sell  them  to  companies  fori 
nice  profit.  The  companies  forced  their  workers  to  take  the  coins  in  their  pay  envelopes.  The  workers  then  had  to  spend  them  at  a  discount 
below  face  value  in  stores  (where  they  weren't  wanted),  suffering  a  measurable  loss! 


Back  to  the  rare  Proofs,  by  year  s  end  of  1882, 1,097  Proofs  had  been  struck,  the  third  highest  Proof  mintage  in  the  series,  and  one  of  just  three 
Proof  production  quantities  to  break  the  1,000  mark.  Demand  for  them  seems  to  have  been  heaviest  earlier  in  the  vear.

This  is  a  blemish-free  case  in  point  of  the  scarce  1883 
trade  dollar  in  this  grade:  sleek  white  in  color,  with  mint  bloom  that  captures  the  full  effect  of  the  careful  preservation  since  it  was  made.  In 
addition,  the  coin  possesses  a  nice,  clear-cut  strike  for  all  areas  with  outstanding  detail  at  the  cameo  frosted  devices  on  either  side.  A  jewel! 


As  before,  production  was  limited  to  Proofs  in  1883:  In  this  final  year  of  public  sales  of  trade  dollars  as  singles  as  well  as  in  the  Proof  sets.  The 
figure  of  979  Proof  trade  dollars  fell  short  of  the  1,039  Proofs  made  of  other  silver  denominations.  Horatio  Burchard,  who  had  been  director  of 
the  Mmt  since  February  1879  and  who  had  replaced  Dr.  Henry  R.  Linderman  in  the  post,  considered  the  trade  dollar  to  be  a  nuisance  and  an 
aggravation,  even  though  business  strikes  were  no  longer  being  coined.  In  his  annual  report  Burchard  noted  in  part:  "Probably  from  five  to 
se\  en  millions  of  these  coins  are  now  held  in  the  country,  mostly  in  the  mining  and  manufacturing  regions  of  Pennsylvania  and  contiguous 

states,  and  in  the  vicinity  of  New  York,  where  they  have  been  paid  to  workmen  and  laborers,  and  by  them  paid  to  and  received  from  trades¬ 
men  in  those  localities."

Everyone  knows  that  1903  was  the  year  the  Wright  Brothers 
flew  the  first  heavier  than  air  powered  airplane  in  a  grand  flight 
lasting  of  59  seconds.

If  we  were  to  start  talking  about  Hiram  Grant  as  the  individual  on  this  coin,  many  readers  would  shake  their  heads  or  end  up  rubbing  their 
chins  in  amusement  at  our  lack  of  education.  Yet  Hiram  he  was,  if  only  formally.  The  man  who  came  to  be  know  as  General  (and  later,  Presi¬ 
dent)  Ulysses  S.  Grant  was  bom  Hiram  Ulysses  Grant.  At  Ulysses  "birth,  his  family  had  not  decided  on  what  to  name  him.  According  to 
Grant's  autobiography,  each  member  of  the  family  wrote  a  name  on  a  piece  of  paper  and  dropped  it  into  a  hat.  They  drew  the  name  Hiram 
Ulysses  Grant  from  the  hat,  and  that  became  his  name.  He  was  known  as  Ulysses  to  his  family  and  friends. 

Ulysses  attended  the  United  States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point.  When  Ulysses  registered,  his  name  appeared  on  West  Point's  records  as 
Ulysses  Simpson  Grant,  rather  than  Hiram  Ulysses  Grant.  So,  Ulysses  changed  his  name  to  Ulysses  Simpson  Grant.  He  was  known  as  U.S.

Whether  made  to  test  the  dies  —  or  simply  foi 
sale  to  collectors  as  profitable  novelties  —  they  are  usually  in  softer  metal  than  the  production  coin  (which  seems  to  point  to  the  former);  how 
ever,  some  trial  pieces  were  struck  in  much  harder  alloys,  and  may  have  been  pure  pieces  d'caprice.  Most  of  these  die  trial  pieces  were  mad< 
in  limited  numbers.  Since  these  were  intended  solely  to  test  the  dies  and  there  was  no  consideration  give  to  distributing  them  to  Congressmer 
so  as  to  influence  a  decision  for  a  design  change,  only  a  small  number  were  made.

Aluminum  was  the  new  "wonder  metal"  of  the  mid-1800s 
when  this  piece  was  made.  Light  and  easy  to  work,  it  had 
splendid  properties  and  possibilities.  There  was  only  one 
drawback:  price.  Although  the  price  of  aluminum  fell  to 
below  that  of  silver  by  the  early  1860s,  it  was  still  expensive 
to  produce,  hovering  around  twelve  dollars  a  pound 
between  1862  and  1886.  It  retained  this  status  until  metal¬ 
lurgists  found  a  way  to  smelt  it  in  quantity.  As  a  conse¬ 
quence,  the  US.  mint  struck  only  limited  numbers  of 
aluminum  patterns  and  die  trial  pieces  each  year,  often 
Rarity-6  or  Rarity-7  items  (In  1889,  man's  technology  finally 
caught  up  with  his  need  for  large  quantities  of  this  miracle 
light  metal;  prices  plummeted  and  aluminum  was  soon 
being  used  to  make  tokens,  medals,  promotional  badges, 
inflation  coins  by  the  jillion,  and  all  sorts  of  other  flimsy 
doodads.

1458.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Beautiful  natural  multi-color 
toning.  Heavenly  blue  toning  at  the  rim  with  what  seems 
like  a  warm  golden  orange  sunrise  outlining  Liberty  on  the 
obverse  of  this  majestic  specimen.  What  eye-candy!  What  a 
glorious  example  of  one  of  the  more  beautiful  Patterns  for  a 
Trade  dollar.  This  is  the  petite  figure  of  Liberty  designed  by 
Joseph  Bailly.  The  artist  posed  his  design  seated  facing  left, 
the  right  hand  supports  a  liberty  cap  on  a  pole  and  the  left 
rests  on  a  globe  inscribed  LIBERTY;  behind  is  a  wheat  sheaf 
and  in  front  are  two  bales  of  cotton  on  which  rests  a  tobacco 
plant.  For  the  reverse,  it  is  believed  another  engraver,  not 
Bailly,  used  a  small  eagle  standing  on  a  shield  with  wings 
raised  and  beak  thrust  defiantly  forward;  three  arrows  in 
the  left  talon  and  an  olive  branch  in  the  right.  The  statutory 
mottos  and  legends  around. 

Joseph  Alexis  Bailly,  who  has  been  chronicled  but  lightly  in 
the  annals  of  American  numismatics,  is  the  putative 
designer  of  certain  1873  pattern  trade  dollar  dies  and  1874 
twenty-cent  patterns,  following  a  commission  by  Mint 
Director  James  Pollock,  although  such  dies  are  not  signed 
by  him.  An  examination  of  such  dies  suggests  that  if  Bailly 
did  the  work,  it  only  related  to  the  obverse  motifs  of  Miss 
Liberty,  not  to  the  creation  of  the  complete  die  elements.

Barber.  Claus  Spreckels,  the  Hawaiian  sugar  king,  used  his 
influence  to  have  the  coins  made  for  the  Hawaiian  Govern¬ 
ment. 

The  Hawaiian  Dollar  is  the  most  impressive  denomination 
in  the  group  since  it  displays  the  entire  Hawaiian  Royal 
Coat  of  Arms.  The  two  halves  of  the  shield  with  its  8  bars 
alludes  to  the  (then)  8  inhabited  islands  in  the  Hawaiian 
archipelago.  The  Hawaiian  motto  translates  as  "The  life  of 
the  land  is  preserved  in  righteousness."  All  Hawaiian  coins 
were  manufactured  to  the  U.S.  standard  circulation  coinage 
(except  for  the  never  issued.  Pattern-only  Hapawalu).  All 
pattern  trial  pieces  were  dated  1883  and  struck  in  copper 
from  the  same  dies  used  for  the  1883  Kingdom  of  Hawaii 
silver  coins.  Eighteen  sets  (without  the  umi  keneta  or  dime) 
were  struck  in  copper.  This  is  one  of  the  most  attractive 
Proofs  known  of  the  dollar  denomination.

The  obverse  on  this  beautiful  coin  was  similar  to  the  $3 
head:  "narrow  Indian  Princess  head,"  in  higher  relief  than 
usual  (which  turned  out  to  be  a  mistake)  and  the  statutory 
inscription  replacing  stars.  For  the  reverse,  Longacre  cop¬ 
ied  the  device  originally  chosen  for  the  $3  coin  but  more 
familiar  on  the  Flying  Eagle  cents:  a  wreath  of  corn,  cotton, 
maple,  and  possibly  tobacco  leaves  enclosing  value  and 
date.

The  design  change  was  moderate  so  did  not  attract  any 
interest,  not  many  were  saved  as  the  first  of  their  kind  as 
might  have  happened  50  years  later;  many,  indeed,  most, 
were  spent  or  otherwise  non-numismatically  preserved. 
For  decades  this  small  gold  coin  has  been  sought-after  by 
Type  collectors.  With  countless  "common"  issues  bringing 
large  premiums  these  days,  a  numismatist  would  do  well 
to  examine  the  scarcity  of  this  key  Type  2  gold  dollar, 
knowing  full  well  others  aren't  about  to  show  up  at  the 
grading  services  in  quantity.

3669  1796.  Stars  on  obverse.  PCGS  graded  AU-55.  Light  gold  toning  including  a  toned  spot  at  the  cheek.  Semi  reflective  surfaces.  Very  rare  date. 

Only  432  coins  struck.  A  highly  lustrous  example  of  this  key  issue  with  a  nuance  of  pale  orange  toning  on  both  sides,  all  of  which  is  under¬ 
pinned  by  full,  only  barely  circulated  freshness.  Struck  with  fleeting  weakness  that  imported  a  some  rounded  detail  in  the  cap  and  hair,  the 
eagle's  chest  feathers  and  shield  lines. 

This  coin  has  two  distinctions:  It  is  the  first  ever  to  show  the  heraldic  eagle,  which  would  become  standard  on  all  silver  and  gold  denomina-i 
tions  1798-1807;  it  is  the  earliest  made  showing  16  reverse  stars  honoring  Tennessee’s  admission.  During  this  whole  decade,  quarter  eagles 
"  ere  coined  only  in  isolated  driblets  of  a  few  hundred  or  at  most  a  few  thousand  pieces.  In  several  of  these  years,  each  date  represented  a  new 
design  modification  —  creating  instant  rarities  and  type  coins.  The  problem  is  less  why  the  coins  are  rare,  why  so  few  were  made  to  begin 
with,  but  why  any  were  struck  at  all.  To  judge  from  available  Archives  records,  they  were  ordered  by  a  few  local  banks  (principally  the  Bank 
of  Pennsylvania  and  the  Bank  of  the  United  States).  Between  1803  and  1833,  the  Mint's  major  output  consisted  of  cents,  half  dollars,  and  half 
eagles,  all  other  denominations  had  a  kind  of  poor  sister  status  —  seldom  called  for,  few  made,  little  welcome.  Hence  their  rarity  today  in  alii 
grades.

ter  eagle.  In  the  previous  year  he  had  restyled  the  half  dollar,  creating  what  numismatists  of  a  later  generation  would  call  the  Capped  Bust 
design.  Now  it  was  the  quarter  eagle's  turn.  The  diameter  remained  the  same  as  earlier,  20mm,  but  the  obverse  and  reverse  were  changed. 
Liberty  now  faces  left,  wearing  a  cap  secured  by  a  band  inscribed  LIBERT\  .  Seven  stars  are  on  the  left  and  six  are  on  the  right,  the  date  1808 
appears  below.  The  reverse  depicts  an  eagle  holding  an  olive  branch  and  three  arrows.  The  motto  E  1  LURIBL^S  UNUM  is  on  a  band  above. 
The  inscription  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  and  the  denomination  2  1/2  D  are  around  the  border.  The  denomination  is  stated  for  the 
first  time  on  a  quarter  eagle.  The  mintage  figure  of  2,710  on  its  own  would  suggest  an  item  of  great  numismatic  desire,  but  the  demand  for  the 
coin  as  the  only  year  of  its  design  has  propelled  it  into  the  forefront  of  rarities  among  American  gold  coins.  It  is  believed  that  only  a  few  dozen 
remain  in  collectors  hands  and  a  few  in  museums,  nearly  all  of  which  grade  Very  Fine  or  Extremely  Fine.  This  is  a  handsome  and  lustrous 
AU58  which  has  strong  details  in  the  cap  and  hair  curls,  but  characteristic  flat  stars  and  rim  dentils,  and  the  dies  left  behind  a  soft  impression 
on  the  shield.  A  few  light  adjustment  marks  are  present  along  the  obverse  rim  and  a  tiny  mark  is  noted  on  the  cheek. 


After  1808,  quarter  eagle  mintage  was  suspended.  It  was  not  until  many  years  later,  in  1821,  that  the  denomination  was  again  struck,  at  which 
time  a  modified  design  was  used.

reverse  die  without  cracks,  and  extremely  rare  as  such.  This  is  one  of  two  varieties  for  the  year.  It  also  happens  to  be  the  single  most  important 
Dahlonega  quarter  eagle  of  any  date.  What's  more,  it  is  one  of  the  few  truly  Uncirculated  1840-D  that  we  are  aware  of  surpassed  by  only  3  others 
graded  MS63  by  NGC,  and  is  by  far  the  sharpest  struck  piece  we  are  aware  of.  The  devices  are  amazing  for  the  date.  Both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  show  virtually  full  detail,  with  uncommonly  crisp  centers.  The  reverse  shows  no  die  crack,  and  this  is  one  of  only  three  or  four  per¬ 
fect-die  coins  known.  There  is  some  minor  roughness  in  the  obverse  field,  as  made,  as  well  as  a  few  ticks  that  are  consistent  with  the  assigned 
grade  including  one  a  fraction  of  an  inch  away  from  the  top  of  the  forehead.  This  coin  is  head  and  shoulders  most  any  other  1840-D  quarter 
eagle  in  terms  of  eye  appeal  with  its  splendid  strike,  so  much  so  that  it  almost  seems  unfair  to  mention  them  in  the  same  description.  The  lus¬ 
ter  is  slightly  subdued,  with  some  natural  greenish  gold  color;  the  obverse  is  just  a  bit  reflective,  while  the  reverse  is  frostier  in  its  texture.  The 
color  is  all  natural,  uncleaned,  enticing.

Hit  mintage  of  1840-0  quarter  eagles,  some  10,780  coins  in  all,  quickly  and  unobtrusively  passed  into  the  circulation,  where  most  pieces 
ecame  worn.  A  typical  grade  seen  today  is  Very  Fine  or,  if  chance  permits.  Extremely  Fine.  There  was  little  numismatic  purchase  of  gokl 
t  oins  in  t  it  1  40s,  which  means  that  the  survival  of  the  present  MS62  was  a  rare  happenstance!  For  the  quarter  eagle  specialist  this  represents 
a  milestone  in  acquiring  a  top-quality  set  of  Liberty  quarter  eagles.

Supple  underlying  luster  is  enveloped  in  pale  toning  iridescence  whose  lovely  orange  to  "antique"  look  gives  this  coin 
a  wonderful  appearance.  The  photographs  show,  as  first-hand  experience  confirms,  this  is  a  pleasing  example  of  the  date.  It  shows  boldness 
on  all  the  prominent  design  relief,  with  no  lack  of  detail  in  Liberty's  hair  and  hair  bun,  or  the  eagle's  showy  feathers.  Gobrecht  would  have 
been  proud  of  this  one!  (PCGS  #  7721) 

Now  that  we  have  described  this  coin,  readers  may  be  wondering  what  events  were  taking  place  in  America  back  in  1841.  On  the  one  hand, 
1841  was  a  pretty  dull  year  in  the  nation's  history.  There  were  no  gory  battles  being  fought,  no  empires  a-building  or  being  torn  asunder,  no 
artistic  endeavors  coming  to  fruition  that  were  worth  noting  —  none  of  these. 

There  were,  on  the  other  hand,  two  small  beginnings  taking  place  which  would  have  an  impact  down  the  road.  First,  Samuel  L.  Clemens  was 
growing  up  alongside  the  muddy  Mississippi  River  in  a  dusty  town  called  Florida,  Missouri,  that  would  become  famous  as  "Hannibal."  Mark 
Twain  (the  name  he  later  went  by)  was  soaking  up  the  lore  of  the  South  in  its  stories  about  the  mighty  Mississippi,  in  his  crafty,  six-year-old's 
brain. 

At  the  same  time,  1841  was  a  dark  year  for  newly  elected  Whig  party  President,  William  Henry  Harrison.  Harrison  —  nicknamed  "Tippeca¬ 
noe"  (everyone  liked  nicknames  back  then).  Why  was  it  a  dark  time?  For  the  simple  reason  old  Tippecanoe  died  of  pneumonia  31  days  after 
taking  office  in  1841!  His  Vice  President,  John  Tyler,  would  become  our  first  non-elected  President.  And  because  of  his  unprecedented  eleva¬ 
tion  to  the  Presidency,  his  followers  nicknamed  Tyler  President  "Your  Accidency"!  To  further  confuse  things,  when  Harrison  and  Tyler  ran  for 
office  the  year  before,  their  platform  slogan  was  "Log  Cabin  and  Hard  Cider."  Imagine  today's  front-runners  using  such  a  campaign  slogan! 

1841,  therefore,  was  either  dreary  or  interesting  depending  upon  your  point  of  view.

date.  Low  mintage  of  2,988  sturck.  Pop  3;  2  in  62.  A  splendid  specimen  of  one  of  the  most  elusive  and  also  most  distinctive  quarter  eagles  in 
the  Liberty  series.  There  is  a  noticeable  die  bulge  at  the  point  of  the  bust  of  Miss  Liberty,  as  struck,  as  always  seen,  and  no  doubt  this  bulge ; 
was  responsible  for  the  early  demise  and  replacement  of  this  die,  seemingly  after  only  2,988  were  struck.  So  rare  is  this  issue  that  the  Harry 
Bass  sale  offered  only  an  AU58  example. 

On  this  variety,  the  date  in  small  numerals,  all  in  the  same  size  font.  The  logotype  was  punched  into  the  die  quite  high,  about  three  times  • 
closer  to  the  neck  truncation  than  to  the  dentils.  The  aforementioned  bulge  is  very  distinct,  and  likely  was  caused  during  die  preparation.

Usually, 
this  date  shows  a  touch  of  weakness  on  the  curls  over  the 
ear  of  Liberty  and  on  the  eagle's  neck  and  legs.  The  eagle’s 
entire  body  including  its  claws  and  legs  are  remarkably 
bold  here.  What's  more,  both  sides  are  fresh  and  lustrous; 
their  greenish-gold  color  expands  smoothly  across  both  the 
obverse  and  reverse  without  tarnish  or  discoloration.  There 
is  a  very  small  mark  on  the  front  edge  of  the  coronet  that 
serves  as  an  identifier.  This  is  the  one  of  the  few  times  a  cer¬ 
tified  Mint  State  1845-D  quarter  eagle  has  been  sold  at  pub¬ 
lic  auction.  Clearly,  it  is  a  coin  to  remember,  one  that 
provides  an  opportunity  for  the  Dahlonega  quarter  eagle 
specialist.

Since  the  nation  could  not  bej 
leaderless  for  even  24  hours,  the  next  in  line  of  succession,  the  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  Senator  Atchison,  took  over  the  office. 
When  asked  what  he  did  during  his  time  as  President,  Atchison  said  that  because  he  had  been  exhausted  by  his  work  in  Congress  he  slept 
soundly  all  through  his  term  as  Chief  Executive.

Flowing  Hair  "Stella",  Judd-1635,  Pollock-1832-3,  Rarity-6.  The  history  of  the  four  dollar  gold  piece,  or  "stella,"  is  ingrained  in  the  late  19th 
century  desire  to  produce  U.S.  coinage  that  would  be  acceptable  on  the  international  market.  The  dual  denomination  $5-25  francs  pattern 
coinage  of  1868  (Judd-656  through  659)  is  one  of  the  earliest  attempts  in  this  direction.  It  was  followed  by  Dana  Bickford's  1874  pattern  eagle 
(Judd-1373  through  1378)  and,  finally  in  these  handsome  metric  1879-1880  Stellas.  The  Flowing  Hair  Liberty  designed  by  Charles  E.  Barber, 
assistant  engraver  at  the  mint,  was  struck  in  two  alloys  in  1879.  Twenty  five  coins  (Pollock-1832)  were  produced  in  the  metric  alloy  of  85.71% 
gold,  4.29%  silver,  and  10.0%  copper.  The  Mint  delivered  these  pieces  to  Congress  as  part  of  three-piece  pattern  sets.  Increased  demand  for 
representations  of  the  new  denomination  resulted  in  the  production  of  a  further  400  coins  (Pollock-1833)  in  the  standard  alloy  of  90.0%  gold 
and  10.0%  copper. 

This  piece  may  be  to  be  one  of  the  latter  400  coins  in  standard  90-10  alloy  struck  in  1880,  as  seen  from  the  light  die  striations  in  the  central  por¬ 
tion  of  the  obverse.  The  fields  are  nicely  reflective  and  glossy  with  attractive  mint  frostiness  on  the  devices.  This  frosted  relief  gives  the  coin 
its  noticeable,  and  quite  beautiful  cameo  contrast.  The  usual  tiny  luster  grazes  that  accompany  many  Proofs  of  this  type  are  nearly  absent 
here,  nor  are  there  any  errant  specks  of  grease  or  orange  copper  "spots"  --  thereby  creating  an  impression  of  first-class  preservation  and  eye- 
appeal!  The  coin  is  housed  in  an  NGC  holder  with  the  serial  number  2019320-005  and  is  sure  to  be  a  hit  with  advanced  bidders  to  the  sale. 

Footnote:  This  historic  Four-Dollar  gold  piece,  or  "Stella"  as  it  came  to  be  known,  was  proposed  to  solve  a  couple  of  vexing  problems  faced  by 
the  United  States  system  of  coinage  in  the  1870s.  The  first  was  to  make  a  coin  whose  "intrinsic  measure  and  value"  as  part  of  the  design  was 
sufficient  to  make  it  useful  as  an  international  trade  coin.  The  other,  as  a  bone  tossed  to  the  silver  "Interests"  as  they  were  termed,  was  to  strike 
these  in  an  alloy  that  used  either  4%  silver  or  10%  silver,  thereby  increasing  sales  of  this  semi-precious  metal  by  the  silver  mining  states.  For 
all  its  intended  merits,  the  Stella  project  was  soon  abandoned.  But  only  after  425  1879  Flowing  Hair  coins  were  minted,  split  into  two  groups 
as  described  above,  25  of  which  are  considered  "originals"  and  made  in  1879,  followed  by  400  strikes  from  the  same  dies  made  in  1880  after 
Congressmen  got  involved  in  the  proposal  and  wanted  representative  samples,  for  purely  altruistic  purposes.

Considering  that  there  have  been  only  a  few  chances  to  buy  a 
Mint  State  specimen  at  public  auction  in  the  last  few  decades,  and  no  examples  except  the  present  one  have  been  offered  in  this  grade  or 
higher,  the  coin  should  be  mighty  tempting  to  the  advanced  collector  or  specialist  in  the  half  eagle  series.  Of  course,  one  specimen  is 
impounded  in  the  Bass  Foundation  collection  and  two  more  are  in  the  collection  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  In  the  end,  the  1797  Small 
Eagle  $5  stands  as  an  key  date  in  the  series,  with  the  opportunity  to  purchase  one  that  is  among  the  very  finest  known  a  milestone  in  collect¬ 
ing!

satiny  frosted  example  of  this  historic  issue  (associated 
with  the  opening  of  America's  second  war  with  Great  Brit¬ 
ain  in  1812),  a  coin  displaying  ample  underlying  luster  that 
bolsters  the  beauty  of  the  sharp  relief  of  Liberty  and  the 
eagle.  The  eagle  has  a  few  areas  soft  and  improperly  struck 
by  the  dies,  also  there  are  a  few  light  marks  in  the  shield 
and  nearby  wing,  but  all  in  all  this  is  an  above-average 
example.  Certainly  one  whose  fresh  frosty  luster  has  an 
alluring  quality  to  it.  For  bidders  who  have  tried  but  failed 
to  find  an  acceptable  early  $5  gold  piece,  there  is  no  need  to 
admit  failure  and  give  up  the  struggle,  examine  this  hand¬ 
some  1812  and  see  if  it  doesn't  measure  up  to  the  require¬ 
ments  (PCGS  #  8112)

3800  1833.  Small  date.  PCGS  graded  MS-63  PQ,  Breen  1-2..  Old  green  holder.  Well  struck  with  semi  prooflike  surfaces  Very  rare  variety.  Should 

be  sent  in  for  regrade.  This  coin  should  be  relisted  by  PCGS  as  a  small  date.  Pop  3;  4  in  MS64.  Although  193,630  specimens  of  the  1833  Half 
Eagle  were  struck,  probably  all  but  a  few  thousand  were  consigned  to  the  furnaces  and  melted.  During  this  decade,  gold  coins  were  worth 
more  in  terms  of  intrinsic  value  than  face  amount,  so  a  gain  could  be  made  by  buying  up  freshly  minted  coins,  melting  them,  and  selling  the 
bullion  (even  selling  it  back  to  the  Mint).  This  state  of  affairs  accounts  for  the  rarity  of  virtually  all  half  eagles  of  this  era,  despite  large  mintage 
figures.  On  August  31, 1834  the  weight  standard  was  revised,  the  coins  reduced  in  weight  slightly,  and  the  crisis  put  to  rest.  From  that  point 
forward  Half  Eagles  and  other  denominations  circulated  freely. 

This  "Premium  Quality"  specimen  is  in  remarkable  condition  for  so  great  a  rarity.  Exceptionally  choice  light  greenish-yellow  gold  with  pale 
coppery  toning.  Smooth  and  resplendent  with  satiny  luster,  a  bit  reflective  in  areas  where  the  die  was  polished.  The  devices  are  frosty  and 
very  well  defined  everywhere  but  stars  1,  2  and  13;  these  bottom  stars  lie  directly  opposite  the  high  relief  wing-tips  and  were  problematic  on 
not  just  the  1833-dated  half  eagles.  The  eye  appeal  is  simply  beautiful.  There  are  almost  no  marks  on  Liberty's  frosted  profile,  her  facial  con¬ 
tours  smooth  and  golden.  The  originality  of  the  coin  is  immediately  obvious  and  serves  as  an  identifier  for  future  collectors  to  admire  and 
enjoy  (PCGS  #  8157) 

Three  varieties  of  1833  half  eagles  are  known  from  a  mintage  of  193,620  coins.  Mintages  of  half  eagles  were  larger  during  this  period  in  the 
1830's,  due  primarily  to  quantities  of  gold  shipped  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  from  North  Carolina  and  Georgia.  This  example  has  a  small  date 
on  the  obverse  and  period  far  from  5D  on  the  reverse.

As  on 
the  quarter  eagle  of  1834,  the  motto  E  PLUR1BUS  UNUM  was 
omitted  from  the  new,  reduced  size  half  eagle  in  1834,  to  distin¬ 
guish  the  old  coins  which  had  become  worth  more  than  face 
value.  1834  was  America's  first  experiment  in  monetary  debase¬ 
ment.  It  would  not  be  the  last  (PCGS  #  8172)

example  of  the  date.  The  continued  exporting  of  American  gold 
coins  finally  caused  congress  to  act  by  the  1830s.  In  their  coin¬ 
age  Act  of  June  28,  1834,  the  mint  was  instructed  to  lower  the 
gold  content  of  Half  Eagles  just  sufficiently  to  where  specula¬ 
tors  found  them  no  longer  profitable  to  melt.  It  has  been  esti¬ 
mated  that  upwards  of  98%  of  the  original  pre-1834  No  Motto 
mintage  was  consigned  to  the  melting  pots,  to  be  turned  into 
1834-38  half  eagles  (and  to  a  lesser  extent,  quarter  eagles).  Much 
was  refashioned  into  these  1835  coins  designed  by  William  kne- 
ass.

It  is  interesting  to  see,  as  well,  that  it  was  struck  from  well-prepared  dies  that 
imported  a  sound  and  in  point  of  fact,  a  bold  design  in  the  key  areas. 

A  wonderful  piece  to  include  in  a  gold  Type  set,  certainly  one  of  the  finest  offered  in  recent  times  (the  Harry  Bass  coin  graded  MS66).  This  is 
almost  certainly  the  freshest  example  that  bidders  will  see,  since  most  known  business  strike  1837  half  eagles  in  existence  are  either  indiffer¬ 
ently  made  or  worn  to  some  degree,  regardless  of  variety.

An  unsung  rarity  among  early  Liberty  half  eagles, 
easily  as  rare  in  Mint  State  as  a  Charlotte  or  Dahlonega 
issue  of  the  date  despite  its  larger  mintage  of  40,120  pieces.

1840s.  This  has  very  nice  relief  and  both  sides  are  typically  smooth,  blemish  free  surfaces  for  the  grade.  Only  80-90  pieces  are  believed  known

rims  with  nearly  complete  dentils  (only  those  at  the  lower  right  lack  detail).  Lustrous  medium  gold  with  strong  olive  undertones.  A  satiny 
beauty  from  the  Charlotte  Mint  and  a  prize  for  the  collector  of  C-mint  half  eagles.  Nicely  detailed  in  all  places.  What  is  important  about  a  rar¬ 
ity  like  this  is  that  so  few  are  traced  in  Uncirculated  condition.  Perhaps  just  five  to  10  Mint  State  examples  of  the  date  are  known.  Douglas 
Winter  gives  this  date  a  High  Rarity-7  rating  in  Uncirculated.  One  of  the  most  desirable  Charlotte  Mint  offerings  in  this  sale. 

Walter  Breen  allocated  a  mintage  of  23,589  to  the  Large  Date  variety,  which  is  over  four  times  that  of  the  Small  Date.  Douglas  Winter  esti¬ 
mates  that  35  to  40  are  known  of  the  Small  Date  and  65  to  70  of  the  Large  Date,  the  opposite  assessment.  Concerning  the  date,  during  this 
post-Jacksonian  period  in  our  history,  date  sizes  were  in  flux  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  and  certain  denominations  in  the  years  1842-1846  are 
found  with  variable  sized  date  punches.  Pop  1;  4  finer  at  NGC. 

The  year  1842  marked  a  major  advance  in  painless  surgery  when  anesthesia  was  used  for  the  first  time  in  an  operation  (Dr.  Crawford  Long 
performed  the  operation  using  ether).  Ether  was  discovered  in  1275  by  Spanish  chemist  Raymundus  Lullius.  This  new  discovery  was  given 
the  name  "sweet  vitriol."  In  1540,  the  synthesis  of  ether  was  described  by  German  scientist  Valerius  Cordus.  At  about  the  same  time,  Swiss 
physician  and  alchemist  Paracelsus  -  a  name  famous  to  many  Americans  --  discovered  the  hypnotic  effects  of  ether.  Later,  in  1730,  German 
scientist  W.G.  Frobenius  changed  the  name  of  sweet  vitriol  to  ether.

This  is  a  lovely,  healthy-glowing  MS63 
example,  whose  full-color  obverse  and  reverse  add  immea¬ 
surably  to  the  beauty,  beams  and  resonates  with  frosty  lus¬ 
ter.  Struck  with  not  quite  the  required  mathematical 
precision  by  the  dies  at  all  of  the  stars,  the  main  central 
areas  are  complete  by  an  successful  strike  left  after  the 
rebound  of  the  dies:  we  see  full  sharp  hair  waves  above  the 
brow  and  in  the  hair  bun  (with  clear  rounded  beads  in  the 
hair);  full  wing  and  leg  detail  on  the  eagle,  diminished  only 
slightly  by  some  flattening  on  the  eagle's  neck  feathers.

Uncommonly  smooth  for  the  issue,  this 
frosty  textured  example  displays  warm  greenish-gold  sur¬ 
face  covered  in  outstanding  luster  for  the  moderate  grade 
assigned  by  PCGS.  Desirable  with  this  bold  strike,  as  well, 
each  star  is  sharp,  all  of  the  hair  on  Liberty  is  also  bold, 
with  a  knife-edge  to  the  coronet.

The  story  of  the  Charlotte  Mint  begins  with  the  discovery  of  gold  in  that  part  of  the  country.  Colonial-Era  America  had  precious  little  in  the 
way  of  domestic  mines,  leading  to  a  general  shortage  of  metals  of  all  kinds.  This  situation  persisted  throughout  the  Revolution  and  the  early 
years  of  the  republic.  Then,  after  1802,  as  more  and  more  gold  discoveries  were  unearthed,  the  area  grew  in  both  wealth  and  prestige.  By  the 
1830s,  there  was  agitation  on  the  part  of  North  Carolina's  congressional  delegation  to  establish  a  branch  of  the  United  States  Mint  at  Charlotte, 
the  seat  of  Mecklenburg  County  to  strike  into  coins  the  large  flow  of  bullion  from  the  mines.  Legislation  creating  the  Charlotte  branch  of  the 
U.  S.  Mint  was  signed  into  law  by  President  Andrew  Jackson  on  March  3, 1835.  Coinage  at  the  new  mint  was  limited  to  gold,  since  that  metal 
provided  the  sole  reason  for  its  creation.  By  the  1850s,  the  peak  of  production,  even  gold  from  as  far  away  as  California's  gold  fields  was  being 
minted  into  these  handsome  $5  gold  pieces!

Associated  with  this  grade,  a  few  light  marks  on  the  Indian's  face  and  in  the  field  on  either  side  of  the 
eagle.  There  is  a  small  scuff  in  the  frost  of  the  lower  leg  on  the  eagle.  Here,  too,  we  are  struck  by  the  nice,  convincing  design  detail  for  all  areas 
of  this  important  key  date  half  eagle  of  1929,  a  coin  with  only  the  slightest  amount  of  flatness  on  the  lower  war  bonnet  feathers. 


When  Bela  Lyon  Pratt's  new  Indian  head  motif  was  launched  upon  the  American  waters  in  1908,  the  public  was  at  first  shocked  but  soon  grew 
used  to  the  novelty.  Never  before  in  American  numismatics  had  a  coin  designer  broken  with  tradition  in  such  a  overt  way  as  did  Pratt.  For 
what  Pratt  did  was  to  recess  the  design  below  the  surface  of  the  coin!  Forget  the  fact  that  his  half  eagles  and  quarter  eagles  were  far  more  aestheti¬ 
cally  challenging  than  the  long-running  and  tired-appearing  Liberty  heads  they  replaced.  Unlike  his  predecessors,  Pratt  chose  to  honor  a  real 
American  Indian  for  a  change,  not  some  allegorical  Greek  goddess  wearing  an  incongruous  Indian  headdress.  And  because  of  this,  his  design 
helped  to  propel  American  coin  design  into  the  World  Class  league,  as  this  rare  1929  issue  exemplifies.  Pop  23.  (PCGS  #  8533)

cleaning,  and  pleasing  champagne-gold  to  pale  coppery  orange  toning  that  seems  to  want  to  motivate  bidders  to  increase  their  bids.  The 
devices  are  resolutely  struck  including  sharp  rim  dentils,  with  the  characteristic  die  break  through  the  second  7  in  the  date. 

When  the  quarter  eagle  went  into  production  for  the  first  time,  in  1796,  it  bore  the  same  obverse  as  on  the  eagle  and  half  eagle,  but  a  new 
reverse,  generally  described  as  the  heraldic  eagle  since  its  origin  was  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States,  our  version  of  the  heraldry  seen  in 
European  capitals.  The  newly  styled  coin  bears  a  somewhat  more  full-featured  eagle  than  on  the  smaller  denominations.  The  eagle  faces  to 
the  left  and  holds  in  its  beak  a  ribbon  inscribed  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  a  Latin  phrase  meaning  One  Among  Many.  A  shield  is  set  on  the  eagle's 
breast.  The  eagle  holds  a  bundle  of  arrows  in  its  right  talons  (the  viewer’s  left)  and  an  olive  branch  in  its  left  talons.  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA  surrounds  the  design,  as  on  the  small  eagle  1797.  A  semicircle  of  clouds  stretches  from  wing  to  wing,  with  13  stars  positioned 
between  the  clouds  and  the  eagle  in  arrangements  that  vary  from  die  to  die.  There  is  no  denomination  indicated.  Size  and  weight  alone  told 
the  owner  its  denomination. 

Mint  engraver  Robert  Scot's  new  reverse  was  introduced  on  the  eagle  in  mid-1797,  so  eagles  of  this  year  are  found  with  both  reverse  design 
types.  The  estimated  mintage  of  the  1797  capped  bust,  heraldic  eagle  $10  is  10,940.

seen  on  both  sides.  A  fully  original  coin  with  luster  present  and  natural  greenish  rose  overtones.  B.  1-A,  Taraszka-23,  the  only  known  dies, 
Rarity-4.  The  1800  has  an  original  mintage  of  just  5,999  coins,  with  survivors  much  rarer  than  those  of  the  1795,  1797  Heraldic  Eagle,  1799, 
1801,  and  1803.  The  1796  and  1804  are  rarer,  if  only  just  barely.  The  present  example  is  considerably  finer  than  the  typically  offered  Very  Fine 
to  About  Uncirculated  example.  Plus,  it  has  a  bonus,  it  is  double  struck!  And  not  just  faintly  double  struck,  but  noticeably  so.  An  incredibly 
rare  offering. 

The  otherwise  frosty  textured  surfaces  exhibit  modest,  yet  appreciable  hints  of  brightness  in  the  fields.  The  color  is  a  rich  and  fresh.  All  fea¬ 
tures  are  uncommonly  well  struck  for  a  product  of  the  First  Philadelphia  mint  including  the  stars  on  the  obverse,  all  stars  on  the  reverse,  the 
eagle  and  shield  with  the  exception  of  where  the  overlapping  image  shows.  The  usual  adjustment  marks  which  often  imperil  the  grade  on 
these  are  completely  absent.  Struck  from  a  late  die  state,  there  are  numerous  branching  obverse  die  cracks  (also  as  struck)  along  the  tops  of  the 
letters  in  LIBERTY.  A  remarkable  coin!  (PCGS  #  8563)

preserved  with  smooth,  velvety  luster  and  rich  yellow-gold  features,  a  superlative  coin  for  the  grade  now  matter  how  you  look  at  it.  A  great 
deal  of  discussion  also  surrounds  a  coin's  strike.  This  is  especially  important  on  an  early  Eagle  struck  in  the  opening  years  of  the  Mint.  The 
1801  presented  here  has  excellent  detail  with  no  sign  of  weakness  to  the  centers.  The  stars,  too,  are  outstanding  and  bold.  Liberty's  hair  shows 
bold  smooth  waves  and  includes  the  uniquely  designed  forehead  roll  of  hair,  plus  nice  folds  and  artistically  formed  "mob"  cap  on  her  head. 
The  hair  and  cap  come  together  nicely  at  the  back  so  that  one  is  never  sure  where  the  cap  ends  and  the  hair  begins.  Are  those  strands  of  hair 
looped  up  over  the  front  of  the  cap?  Again,  this  is  a  very  attractive  design.  Nor  is  the  coin  waylaid  by  anything  like  marks,  adjustment  lines, 
or  rim  bruises;  nothing  of  the  kind,  everything  is  outstanding. 

Robert  Scot’s  designs  for  the  $10  gold  piece  copied  those  of  the  quarter  eagle.  Liberty's  draped  and  capped  effigy  continued  from  1795-97;  the 
heraldic  eagle  derived  from  that  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States,  but  with  the  same  blunder  as  on  the  smaller  denominations:  The  war¬ 
like  arrows  are  in  the  dexter  or  more  honorable  claw,  outranking  the  olive  branch  for  peace  (PCGS  #  8564)

a  hint  of  light  gold  toning.  Great  eye  appeal.  This  is  a 
thickly  frosted,  bright  yellow  gold  quality  representative  of 
a  desirable  early  $10  Eagle  Type.  What  is  most  unusual 
about  it  is  the  clockwork  precision  seen  in  the  hair  curls,  the 
cap  folds,  and  all  of  the  heraldic  eagle  with  its  complex 
design.  Only  a  few  stars  are  rounded  on  the  obverse  (a 
common  occurrence).  There  is  an  identifying  light  hairline 
in  the  reverse  field  from  T  of  UNITED  to  the  edge  of  the 
shield  that  can  be  used  in  tracing  this  coin's  provenance  in 
the  future.  All  else  is  bright  and  glistening,  a  coin  with 
spectacular  eye  appeal  given  the  usual  humdrum  quality 
seen  on  most  early  $10  gold  pieces  (This  is  a  strike  made 
before  the  dies  clashed,  leaving  residual  "bars"  from  the 
shield  on  the  upper  part  of  the  cap.)  Pop  34;  35  in  64;  2  in

Conflict  with  the  North  African  port  city  of  Tripoli 
began  when  the  Pasha  of  Tripolitania  cut  down  the  flag¬ 
pole  at  the  U.  S.  Consulate,  a  major  diplomatic  insult,  after 
the  U.  S.  refused  to  pay  tribute  to  pirates  along  the  Barbary 
Coast.  Later,  on  the  night  of  February  16,  1804,  Lieut. 
Stephen  Decatur  and  his  daredevil  crew,  with  the  full  per¬ 
mission  of  President  Jefferson,  slipped  aboard  the  captured 
American  ship  Philadelphia  as  it  lay  docked  in  Tripoli  har¬ 
bor,  knifed  the  guards,  set  the  ship  afire  by  using  gunpow¬ 
der,  and  rowed  safely  away.  Finally,  in  1805,  the  U.  S. 
consul  in  Tunis,  William  Eaton,  collected  a  rabble  army  in 
Egypt-consisting  of  38  Greeks,  300  Arabs,  a  dethroned 
pasha,  and  7  marines  under  Lieut.  Preston  N.  O'Bannon, 
and  marched  600  mile  across  the  desert  to  attack  Tripoli 
from  the  rear.  The  phrase  "To  the  shores  of  Tripoli"  in  the 
U.  S.  Marines'hymn  refers  to  this  incident.

"Chicago's  Finest  Hotel,"  a  single  room  ranged  from  $2.50  to 
$7.00  per  night.  Breakfast  at  the  hotel  was  50c  to  70c;  lunch,  85c; 
dinner,  $1.25,  and  Sunday  dinner,  $1.50.  A  hand-tailored,  silk- 
lined  tuxedo  was  $35.  Toy  electric  train  sets  began  at  $5.75.  A 
new  gas  range  was  $27.35.  Smoked  beef  tongue  was  29c  a 
pound;  flour  $1.25  for  a  24-1/2  pound  bag;  apples  49c  for  a  box 
of  a  dozen.  The  fare  to  Bermuda  from  New  York  and  back  by 
ship  was  $70  (or  seven  of  these  $10  gold  pieces).  This  price 
included  the  berth  and  meals.  A  new  Hudson  car  cost  $1,250  or 
a  little  more  than  60  ounces  of  gold,  which  equates  in  today's 
mini-dollar  of  $580+  gold  to  a  whole  lot  more.

Few  collectors  realize  it  but  after  the  stock  market  crash  and  ensuing  worldwide  banking  panic  of  1929-35,  the  price  of  gold  (in  terms  of  paper 
money)  began  to  rise  as  frightened  depositors  here  and  abroad  withdrew  their  deposits  from  the  banks  in  the  form  of  gold  coin  or  gold  bars. 
Although  America's  gold  "standard"  held  for  a  time  at  approximately  $20.67  per  ounce  for  the  noble  metal,  once  the  banking  panic  made  it 
across  the  Atlantic  in  1933,  the  paper  dollar  began  to  sink  in  value  along  with  the  rest  against  gold.  First  to  the  high  twenties,  then  to  the  low 
thirties  before  President  Roosevelt,  ever  the  meddler  in  things  economic,  began  "pegging"  the  gold  price  at  his  weekly  meetings  with  his  eco¬ 
nomic  adviser:  $31,  $32,  $33.  It  all  ended  in  January  1934,  when  he  "set"  the  government  buy  price  at  $35  an  ounce,  a  59%  devaluation  of  the 
paper  dollar  against  gold  (the  limit  set  by  a  Congressional  authorization  passed  at  the  time  FDR  took  office).  By  then,  however,  these  1930-S 
and  earlier  gold  coins  were  no  longer  circulated.  They  were  now  in  the  government's  hands  (PCGS  #  8883)

Six 
other  states  would  do  so  in  the  early  months  of  1861  in  pro¬ 
test  to  the  Morrill  Tariff  and  the  election  of  Abraham  Lin¬ 
coln  as  the  16th  president.  These  seven  states  joined 
together  to  form  the  Confederate  States  of  America.  An 
action  like  this  could  only  provoke  and  panic  the  banking 
and  moneyed  interests  of  New  York  and  the  East  Coast,  of 
course.  Depositors  inundated  the  mints  with  bullion  for 
coinage  into  gold  (compare  mintage  figures  on  all  the  gold 
denominations  to  the  results  from  1860).  Many  double 
eagles,  however,  were  sent  overseas  once  hostilities  broke 
out  at  Fort  Sumter.  With  a  war  on,  and  military  suppliers 
rubbing  their  hands  in  anticipation  of  war  profits,  the  game 
was  on  to  send  goods  to  America,  both  North  and  South,  to 
be  paid  for  by  means  of  these  precious  metal  double  eagles!

Gem  grade  level.  The  luster  flows  up  and  over  both  sides  like  a  swirling  ocean  of  molten  gold,  as  does  gorgeous,  original,  vivid-gold  color. 
The  outward  appearance  is  smooth  and  consistent  without  variation  or  dull  areas,  everything  glows  in  an  almost  hypnotic  satiny  hue  as  the 
coin  dips  into  the  light.  The  strike  is  typically  knife-edge  complete  for  a  high  relief  coin  that  was  given  approximately  five  blows  from  the 
dies.  The  surfaces  are  undeniably  pristine  with  no  outwardly  noticeable  handling  marks,  and  certainly  none  that  would  seem  to  preclude  an 
even  finer  grade.  This  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  High  Relief  $20  gold  pieces  to  appear  in  a  sale  this  year,  one  destined  to  find  a  place  of 
honor  in  an  advanced  U.S.  gold  collection. 

For  the  obverse  design  of  the  1907  $20  gold  piece,  the  artist  selected  a  standing  figure  known  as  Fame  and  originally  created  as  part  of  the 
Sherman  Victory  monument  erected  in  Central  Park,  New  York  City.  Some  modifications  were  made,  such  as  removal  of  two  large  wings 
behind  Fame,  but  the  goddess  remains  essentially  the  same.  In  the  background  is  a  depiction  of  the  United  States  Capitol  building  and  rays  of 
the  sun.

This  is  a  blemish-free  case  in  point  of  the  '63'in  this 
grade:  sleek  gold  in  color,  with  mint  bloom  that  grabs  hold  of  the  full  effect  of  the  careful  preservation  since  it  was  made.  Needless  to  say,  a 
weak  impression  is  rarely  seen  on  these  coins  since  they  were  carefully  made  on  the  mint's  high-pressure  hydraulic  medal  press;  all  were  left 
by  the  rebound  of  the  showing  outstanding  detail  and  a  clear,  bold  strike. 

Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  who  designed  this  romantic  piece,  modeled  his  bald  eagle  upon  the  flying  eagle  on  Longacre's  cents  of  1856-58. 
These  in  turn  were  modeled  on  Peter"  the  stuffed  eagle  then,  and  still  today,  housed  in  a  display  case  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Bald  eagles 
are  believed  to  live  30  years  in  the  wild,  and  even  longer  in  captivity.  They  mate  for  life  and  build  huge  nests  in  the  tops  of  large  trees  near  riv¬ 
ers,  lakes,  marshes,  or  other  wetland  areas.  Although  bald  eagles  may  range  over  great  distances,  they  usually  return  to  nest  within  100  miles 
of  where  they  were  raised.  Not  so  for  this  majestic  soaring  High  Relief  double  eagle.  It  may  "nest"  anywhere  it  pleases  within  the  confines  of 
the  48  contiguous  states,  or  travel  aloft  to  Hawaii  or  Alaska,  and  there  is  even  the  possibility  it  will  land  in  an  overseas  collection,  as  many  do

mint  had  in  producing  this  majestic  $20  gold  design.  The  multiple  impressions  with  which  these  were  struck  account  for  the  astoundingly 
sharp  detail  on  all  elements  of  the  high  relief  design.  What  some  may  not  realize  is  that  the  multiple  impressions  also  required  the  mint  to 
remove  each  coin  from  the  press  between  strikes  to  "anneal"  or  soften  the  partially  struck  coin  by  means  of  the  furnace,  preparatory  to  the 
next  blow  by  the  dies!  It  was  a  painstaking  operation.  The  obverse  in  particular  of  this  remarkably  bold  and  clean  specimen  is  distraction-free, 
and  both  sides  are  crisply  defined  between  all  elements  of  the  design  and  the  swirling  luster  effects  in  the  field.  The  coin  is  gorgeous,  simply 
gorgeous. 

President  Theodore  Roosevelt  gave  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens'artistic  expression  full  rein,  and  the  sculptor  expressed  the  date  on  this  piece  in 
Roman  numerals,  MCMVII  --  a  first  on  any  American  coin  design.  The  designs  themselves  are  in  sculpture-like  high  relief.  The  Mint's  staff 
objected  forcefully  since  they  felt  it  was  an  intrusion  on  their  prerogative  and  was  not  fair  for  President  Roosevelt  to  enlist  the  aid  of  an  out¬ 
side  artist  to  create  new  models.  Apart  from  that,  the  engraving  department  at  the  Mint  made  it  clear  that  Saint-Gaudens’idea  of  producing  a 
circulating  coinage  in  high  relief  reminiscent  of  the  ancient  Greek  coins  was  impractical,  for  such  would  require  multiple  blows  on  a  special 
press  and  would  not  be  suitable  for  high-speed  production.  This  turned  out  to  be  the  case.  Later,  after  Saint-Gaudens  died  in  the  summer  of 
1907,  the  chief  engraver,  Charles  E.  Barber,  reworked  the  design  into  lower  relief,  losing  much  of  the  design's  majesty  in  the  process  (PCGS  # 
9135)

When  the  Treasury 
Department  proposed  issuing  new  gold  bullion  coins  in 
1986,  no  finer  design  could  be  planned  than  to  resurrect 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens'80-year-old  masterpiece.  The 
mint  even  incorporated  the  Roman  numerals  in  the  first 
few  years,  just  as  on  this  1907  coin  (PCGS  #  9135)

The  current  offering  is  a  sharply  struck  Gem  with  beautiful  color  and  bright,  gleaming  surfaces  that  have  a  layer  of  sparkling  mint  frost  over 
both  sides.  The  carefully  preserved  surfaces  show  a  few  of  the  scattered  trivial  nicks  common  to  a  coin  at  this  grade  level,  and  one  slightly 
more  noticeable  mark,  a  lengthy  superficial  luster  graze  beneath  LI  in  LIBERTY,  tailing  down  into  the  left  obverse  field.  Some  very  wispy  pin 
scratches  are  also  noted,  for  the  sake  of  accuracy,  in  the  field  area  just  to  the  left  of  the  lower  torch.  All  in  all,  however,  on  the  basis  of  eye 
appeal  and  technical  merit  combined,  this  piece  seems  entirely  worthy  of  its  lofty  rating,  which  makes  it  one  of  the  top  dozen  examples  of  the 
year.

Among  Saint-Gaudens  pieces,  the  1931  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  top  seven  rarest  issues  in  the  series,  with  precious  few  examples  surviv¬ 
ing  the  mass  melting  of  the  Roosevelt  Administration  in  the  1930s.  Experts  have  speculated  over  the  years  which  of  these  later  dated  issues  is 
now  the  rarest,  and  exactly  how  they  should  be  ranked.  The  population  figures  by  the  major  services  can  sometimes  be  misleading  as  to  exact 
rarity  as  the  same  coin  may  have  been  submitted  to  both  services  at  different  times,  or  even  the  same  service  multiple  times  thus  causing  the 
published  figures  to  be  skewed. 


The  1931  we  present  in  this  lot  is  a  beautiful  coin.  Its  surfaces  display  excellent  mint  frostiness,  which  is  characteristic  of  this  issue  but  not  too 
often  found  other  than  baggy.  The  color  shows  a  pretty  combination  of  colors,  from  light  to  not  quite  medium  yellow-gold  color  with  subtle 
rose  pink  accents  turning  to  the  warm  orange  color  of  apricot.  The  design  elements  are  sharply  made,  and  include  strong  definition  on  the 
central  devices,  as  well  as  in  the  less  central  regions  such  as  the  Capitol  dome  and  most  of  the  stars.  The  surfaces  on  both  sides  are  immaculate 
for  the  issue;  a  handful  of  trivial  marks  here  and  there  are  not  even  worth  the  time  it  takes  to  give  them  individual  mention.  While  copper 
stains  often  dog  this  issue  like  measles  in  a  kindergarten,  the  present  example  reveals  not  even  a  single  solitary  spot,  none  whatsoever.  What 
a  treat  it  is  for  us  to  describe  this  1931  double  eagle  for  you.

In  her  free  hand  is  a  caduceus,  said  to  represent  the 
medical  breakthrough  of  Col.  William  C.  Gorgas  successful  campaign  with  the  U.S.  Army  Medical  Corps  to  put  an  end  to  the  malaria  and  yel¬ 
low  fever  epidemics  which  had  halted  all  previous  canal-building  attempts.  According  to  Slabaugh,  the  hippocampus  itself  alludes  to  com¬ 
merce  through  the  Canal;  this  requires  elaboration,  and  the  best  we  can  do  is  to  surmise  that  it  alludes  to  the  Canal  as  making  possible  the 
transportation  of  land-based  goods  (normally  by  draft  horses)  by  water  (as  the  fish  body  swims):  the  mythological  equivalent  of  a  ship, 
though  its  original  symbolism  was  very  different.  Mintmark  S  is  in  exergual  space,  far  to  right  of  date.

As  can  be  seen,  the  coins  struck  for  this 
expo,  such  as  this  handsome  Quarter  Eagle,  incorporate  many 
of  these  innovations.  Instead  of  a  more  mundane  design,  the 
artist  proposed  an  unusual  motif  of  Columbia  seated  on  a 
mythological  hippocampus,  half-horse,  half-sea  serpent.  The 
eagle,  too,  was  styled  in  a  new  way  not  seen  before  on  an  Amer¬ 
ican  production  coin.  It  was  modeled  upon  a  similar  eagle  seen 
on  one  of  the  rare  Pattern  issues.

Clearly,  a  coin  that  gets  extra  points  and  our  "Premium  Quality"  stamp  of 
approval  where  fullness  of  design  is  concerned.  For  only  the  second  time  in  a  United  States  coin,  the  date  is  rendered  in  Roman  numerals: 
MCMXV  for  1915.  The  mint  of  origin  also  happens  to  be  the  locale  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  San  Francisco,  California. 

It  is  claimed  this  press  could  strike  a  coin  with  a  pressure  of  450  tons  per  square  inch.  By  comparison,  Morgan  Silver  Dollars  required  no  more 
than  150  tons  of  force.  This  medal  press  struck  1,500  of  each  $50  gold  piece,  for  a  total  3,000  coins  or  nearly  7,500  ounces  (value  today  at  $380 
an  ounce  =  $2,775,000).  At  $100  apiece,  there  were  few  takers  and  so  only  645  Octagonal  and  483  Round  'fifties  were  sold.  The  overage  was 
melted.  This  is  the  largest  denomination  coin  ever  issued  by  the  United  States,  and  also  the  heaviest  at  approximately  two  and  one-half 
ounces.900  Fine.  Pop  120;  76  in  64;  8  in  65.  (PCGS  #  7451)

Soft-edged  devices  and  lettering  throughout  the  centers  are  typical  on  this  issue  due  to  the  unique  design  of  Minerva  and  the  owl;  only  a 
small  percentage  of  this  year's  production  is  found  with  enough  convincing  detail  and  sparkling  luster  to  be  called  Gem  and  earn  a  grade  of 
65,  and  this  is  one  such  coin! 

In  1915  visitors  from  all  over  the  world  populated  on  a  veritable  new  city  that  had  been  constructed  on  the  San  Francisco  waterfront.  Taking 
a  page  out  of  the  history  of  the  1876  Centennial  Exhibition  in  Philadelphia)  and  another  page  from  the  1892-1893  World's  Columbian  Exposi¬ 
tion  in  Chicago,  among  others,  the  show's  promoters  made  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  a  showcase  for  marvels  of  science, 
engineering  and  the  arts.  The  official  reason  d'etre  for  the  Expo  was  to  honor  San  Francisco's  rebirth  from  the  devastating  earthquake  and  fire 
of  ten  years  before,  and  also  to  commemorate  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

The  $50  octagonal  is  milestone  in  U.S.  gold  coinage,  both  as  to  size  ($50  or  two  and  one-half  ounces  of  900  Fine  gold)  and  format  (octagonal). 
On  the  octagonal  issue  there  are  8  dolphins  spaced  around  the  inner  border  at  the  corners  on  either  side.  The  design  was  the  work  of  Robert 
Aitken,  a  noted  sculptor.  His  bust  of  Minerva,  goddess  of  the  harvest,  wears  a  Corinthian  plumed  helmet.  For  the  reverse,  an  owl  and  pine 
branch.  What  a  resplendent  way  to  preserve  the  occasion  than  by  this  well  struck  MS65  gem  housed  in  a  PCGS  holder!  Pop  14;  only  one 
higher  in  66.

The  Bechtler  coinage  extended  over  a  period  of  20  years 
and  was  successful  in  every  respect.  It  received  the  implied 
consent  of  the  United  States  government  and  at  the  same 
time  was  widely  accepted  in  the  channels  of  commerce  in 
many  districts  in  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  Tennessee,  and  Virginia.  Based  upon  the  recorded 
coinage  of  $2,241,850.50  from  the  period  1831-1840  plus 
additional  specimens  made  in  the  next  decade,  it  is  proba¬ 
ble  that  close  to  a  million  coins,  if  not  more,  were  struck 
bearing  the  Bechtler  imprint. 

Their  prevalence  in  circulation  at  one  time  was  attested  to 
by  one  of  Rutherfordton  County’s  older  citizens  who  dur¬ 
ing  the  early  20th  century  told  researcher  Clarence  Griffin 
that  he  was  16  years  old  before  he  ever  saw  any  coins  other 
than  those  minted  by  Bechtler.

The  shield  with  its  crude  5  (for  5 
dollars)  is  marginally  weak,  as  almost  always  the  case.  This  is  a  bright  and  attractive  specimen  of  one  of  the  first  privately  issued  gold  coins  in 
California  and  excellent  for  type  purposes. 

The  Norris,  Gregg,  &  Norris  issues  are  entirely  dissimilar  in  appearance  to  the  regular  United  States  Liberty  $5  gold  pieces  of  1849.  At  the 
time,  these  coins  were  accepted  as  a  circulating  medium  of  exchange  during  the  gold  rush  years.  Eventually  many  disappeared  or  were  likely 
recoined  into  federal  gold  coins  once  the  San  Francisco  mint  began  accepting  deposits  of  bullion. 

Norris,  Gregg,  &  Norris,  one  of  the  earliest  private  gold  minters  in  California  brought  their  minting  equipment  from  New  York  to  Benicia  on 
the  northeast  corner  of  San  Francisco  Bay  during  the  spring  of  1848.  By  the  end  of  May,  they  were  striking  $5  gold  coins  (Several  months  later, 
they  moved  their  operation  to  Stockton  where  they  issued  additional  five-dollar  pieces  with  the  work  STOCKTON  on  them.)  Pop  6;  3  in  58;  1 
in  61;  4  in  62;  1  in  63.  (PCGS  #  10279)

Atop  the  shield  is  a  large  5  (partially  obliterated  due  to  its  exposed  position  on  this  coin).  Around  is  the  legend  CALIFORNIA  GOLD  WITH¬ 
OUT  ALLOY.  The  eagle  holds  three  arrows  in  one  talon  and  an  olive  branch  in  the  other  talon.  On  the  reverse  (date  side)  in  concentric  circles 
FULL  WEIGHT  OF  HALF  EAGLE  /  a  ring  of  five-pointed  stars  /  N.G.&N.  1849  SAN  FRANCISCO.  Very  rare  in  all  grades,  but  especially 
desirable  when  lustrous  and  carefully  preserved.  Choice  rims  on  either  side.  Pop  5;  4  finer.  (PCGS  #  10282)

A  prize  example  of  this  early,  possibly  first  Territorial  gold  issue,  the  surface  containing  much  of  its  original  bloom  from  the  dies.  The  toning 
shades  stylishly  from  lighter  to  "warmer"  (that  is,  orange-gold)  hues,  and  both  sides  are  so  constituted,  both  sides  beautiful  as  they  are  free  of 
spots  or  planchet  defects.  The  5  on  the  shield  is  clearly  discernible.  The  rims,  too,  are  very  choice  for  the  Type. 

A  good  place  to  begin  to  learn  all  there  is  to  know  about  Territorial  issues  is  Dr.  Donald  Kagin’s  "Private  Gold  Coins  and  Patterns  of  the 
United  States."  Kagin  reports  that  the  first  company  answering  the  plea  for  a  coinage  in  California  during  the  heady  days  of  the  Gold  Rush  in 
1849  "is  generally  believed  to  have  been  Norris,  Gregg,  &  Norris.  Historian  Edgar  H.  Adams  claims  they  were  first  on  the  grounds  that  they 
were  the  first  coiners  to  be  cited  in  the  California  newspapers.  The  firm  is  also  the  first  company  mentioned  in  Eckfeldt  and  DuBois'book, 
New  Varieties  of  Gold  and  Silver  Coins  (1850).  Some  private  gold  coiners,  however,  never  were  cited  in  California  papers."  Of  course,  many 
of  these  early  firms,  whose  business  records  are  almost  nonexistent,  could  have  issued  products  prior  to  those  from  Norris,  Gregg,  &  Norris. 
Dr.  Kagin  suggests  Bowie  &  Company  and  Meyers  &  Company  as  possibilities.  Just  the  same,  on  May  31, 1849,  in  the  first  known  reference  to 
private  coinage  to  appear  in  any  of  the  California  papers,  the  editors  of  the  Alta  California  observed: 

"We  have  in  our  possession  a  Five  Dollar  gold  coin,  struck  at  Benicia  City,  although  the  imprint  is  San  Francisco.  In  general  appearance  it 
resembles  the  United  States  coin  of  the  same  value,  but  it  bears  the  private  stamp  of  'Norris,  Grieg,  &  Norris'and  is  in  other  particulars  widely 
different."  [Note  the  misspelling  of  Gregg.]  Pop  5;  7  in  55;  5  in  58;  1  in  60;  1  in  61;  2  in  62.  (PCGS  #  10282)

the  somewhat  worn  MOFFAT  &  CO  on  the  headband  is  com¬ 
pletely  visible.  Regarding  this  date,  it  is  one  of  the  most  widely 
collected  Territorial  issues  from  the  first  year  of  the  California 
Gold  Rush.  Gold  was  discovered  late  in  1848,  but  the  full  force 
of  the  discovery,  and  the  mass  of  immigrants,  did  not  show  up 
until  1849.

Kagin,  page  279,  notes  that  other  examples  exist  with  a  bright  yellow  appear¬ 
ance  from  high  silver  content  in  the  alloy. 

This  example  is  from  the  same  dies  as  that  in  Eliasberg,  however,  without  the  heavy  die  break  at  star  12  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse  has  the 
final  A  in  CALIFORNIA  cut  over  an  errant  upside  down  V.  A  crack  is  noted  from  the  border  through  top  right  serif  of  M,  top  of  V,  and  wing 
tip  to  border  over  C. 

All  Baldwin  dies  are  by  Kuner.  On  March  15,  1850,  the  firm  bought  out  F.  D.  Kohler's  assaying  and  coining  apparatus  (as  Kohler  was  then 
anticipating  appointment  to  the  office  of  State  Assayer,  which  duly  occurred  six  weeks  later).  On  May  1,  Baldwin  &  Co.  began  advertising  in 
the  Pacific  News  as  "Successors  to  F.D. KOHLER  &  Co.  /  Assayers,  refiners  and  coiners  /  Manufacturers  of  jewelry,  etc.  /  George  C.  Baldwin 
and  Thos.  S.  Holman.  /  All  kinds  of  engraving.  Our  coins  redeemable  on  presentation."  Their  operation  was  evidently  successful,  since  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  three  months  of  1851  alone  they  coined  at  least  $590,000  face  value  —  $60,000  more  than  Humbert's  federal  Assay  Office.  Part  of 
the  reason  for  this  volume  of  coinage  was  that  melting  of  many  of  the  early  private  mint  $5,  $10,  and  $20  pieces  left  a  coin  shortage.  Moffat  & 
Co.,  another  of  Baldwin's  competitors,  issued  octagonal  $50s  under  their  subcontract  with  Humbert,  failing  to  relieve  the  shortage  of  smaller 
denominations.  Pop  3;  2  in  58.  (PCGS  #  10025)

There  are  a  few  (but  not  too  many) 
surface  abrasions  from  circulation.  Pop  10;  3  in  55;  1  in  58. 

In  addition  to  the  large  size  of  Liberty's  head,  what  distinguishes  this  variety  from  other  Wass,  Molitor  eagles  is  that  the  obverse  portrait  was 
cut  rather  more  deeply  into  the  die.  As  a  result,  the  obverse  details  are  stronger  than  those  on  the  reverse,  usually  giving  the  appearance  as 
much  as  15  grading  points  inferior  to  the  obverse.  The  large  cruder  head  differs  from  the  small  head  variety  of  this  type  whose  appearance 
closely  resembles  the  federal  issues.

well  defined  and  the  planchet  was  well  prepared.  The  surfaces  are  totally  original,  delicately  toned  and  loaded  with  frosty  mint  luster.  We 
note  a  light  (recent)  surface  scratch  on  the  reverse  from  the  left  edge  thru  the  N  in  SAN. 

When  the  U.S.s  Assay  Office  closed  operations,  no  private  firm  was  striking  gold.  The  San  Francisco  Mint  opened  in  1854,  but  because  of  a 
shortage  of  parting  acids,  could  not  yet  completely  fulfill  the  local  demand  and  this  shortage  was  taken  up  by  Kellogg  &  Co.  Pop  6, 10  finer.

This  design  follows  the  federal  coinage  closely,  but  in  the 
space  on  the  coronet  where  LIBERTY  is  usually  seen, 
Kellog  inserted  its  firm  name  of  Kellogg  &  Co.  John  G. 
Kellogg  went  to  San  Francisco  in  October  1849,  from 
Auburn,  New  York.  At  first,  he  was  employed  by  Moffat 
and  Company  and  remained  there  until  1853  when  Kellogg 
became  associated  with  G.F.  Richter,  who  had  been  an 
assayer  in  the  government  assay  office.  These  two  set  up 
business  as  Kellogg  &  Richter  in  December  1853  and  later 
struck  gold  $20  pieces  and  the  rare  $50  rounds.

A  massive  and  very  popular  larger  size  ingot,  a  piece  of  the  famous 
treasure  recovered  from  the  S.S.  Central  America.  As  more  of  these  interesting  pieces  have  resold  in  the  secondary  market  in  the  recent  past, 
the  smaller  size  bars  disappeared  almost  immediately,  leaving  only  the  larger,  heavier,  and  significantly  more  desirable,  if  expensive  ingots 
available  for  purchase. 

The  present  bar  offers  much  in  terms  of  overall  eye-appeal.  The  entire  surface  is  almost  entirely  brilliant  and  nicer  than  usual  for  these,  with 
only  a  small  area  of  old  verdigris  on  the  back  of  the  bar,  while  the  remaining  surface  area  is  has  a  wonderful  yellow-gold  color.  The  face  is 
stamped  with  the  weight,  fineness,  and  face  value,  which  are  nicely  centered  and  complete.  The  back  side  is  marked  a  second  time  with  the 
ingot's  number,  415.  The  back  features  a  shallow  cooling  depression  at  the  center.  There  is  one  corner  cut,  as  made  for  assay  purposes,  on  the 
back  at  the  upper  right  corner.  The  bar  is  particularly  sought-after  since  it  is  marked  by  the  assayer,  Kellogg  &  Humbert  (some  of  the  bars 
found  with  this  shipwreck  are  not  marked  by  the  assayer.). 

Handling  the  $20  gold  coins  from  this  famous  shipwreck  is  always  a  treat,  but  it  is  immeasurably  more  enjoyable  to  handle  and  offer  at  auc¬ 
tion  one  of  the  historic  gold  ingots  recovered  from  the  S.S.  Central  America  treasure.  The  opportunity  to  buy  a  fine  specimen  such  as  this,  and 
a  truly  historic  Western  artifact  with  wide  appeal,  should  not  be  missed.  The  bar  is  encased  in  a  thick  custom  clear  plastic  holder. 

The  ingot  is  accompanied  by  a  Certificate  of  Authenticity  from  the  PSA/DNA  Authentication  Services  of  Collector's  Universe.  Also  included 
are  a  leather  bound  book  entitled  "A  California  Gold  Rush  History",  a  wooden  Kellogg  and  Humbert  Assayer's  bos,  along  with  the  keys  to  the 
box.
